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> WINTER TOURy UNDER DIFFICULTIES, in the MARSOVAN FIELD,

The peculiar circumstances in which our station has been placed 
juring the past year have not been favorable to touring, and many of 
our out-stations have been left largely to themselves. As, however, 
under the firm and wise administration of our excellent local governor 
Rekir Pasha, our political skies appear a little more quiet, it seemed 
desirable, when our Christmas holidays came, short as they were, tomake 
some use of them in this department of our work. Accordingly Amasia 
was Visited by Mr.Tracy, Mr.Whitewent to Hadji-keuy and Vezir Keupru, 
while it fell to my lot, as usual, to visit places among the Greeks on 
the sea-coast. It is at least questionable whether, under ordinary 
circumstances, such a tour could be characterized as economical, Our 
limit of precious available time was eighteen days, of which, as it 
cvroved, I spent three in quarantine and eleven, in wiole or in part,in * 

veling, leaving only four entire days in three out-stations. Still, 4 
on the whole,under the circumstances, I am glad I made the trip. : 
| My purpose was to visit Unieh and Fatsa, where the brethren had 4 
been deprived of preacher and meeting-house, and seemed in need of con 
solation and counsél. But on reaching Samsoon I found my way in that 
direction blocked. Quarantine on cholera in Thermae cut off the land 
rou'e and the only available steamer was a Turkish boat crammed full 
of Turkish soldiers, among whom cholera had already twice broken out, 
comelling the steamer to go back to an eleven days quarantine in Si- 
nope harbor. My friends convinced me that it would not be wisdom for 
me to take passage in her. .So I decided to go to Bafra and Alacham, 
especially asthere was no evidence that I would succeed in getting any 
steamer at all by which to come back from Unieh to Samsoon. 

But my *experiences' began before I got to Semsoon. I left Mar- 
sovendJan.4, in company with Mr, Christo Papadopoulos, a member of our 
theological class to graduate in May next. On account of cholera in ? 
‘nasie the road from here to Samsoon had long been blocked, and many 
of my friends advised against our starting out in the winter weather. 
We spent the first night in Kavza, but even there could get nothing : 
but rumor as to quarantine or open road to Samsoon, The rumors were 1 


hot reassuring, but we pushed on through a tremendous snow-storm to Ak- 
SOu-deresi, Arriving there covered with a thick blanket of snow, we 


learned that we must pass three wretched days there befote we could % 
°88S on to Samsoon. This we were fain to accept rather tla give up 4 
the expedition entirely. While we were warming our fingers and toes 
at the scanty fire of the crowded coffee-shop,we inquired where we c’d | 


find quarters to lodge in, and were informed that that same close, 
stuffy , filthy coffee-shop was the only place available. A little fur- 
fr investigation, however, with intimations of possible rewards, re- 
sulted in the announcement that a room had been discovered, and we pro- 
“ceded to investigate it. It had four walls indeed, no two of equal 


length, constructed of logs laid upon each other, with the interstices . 
stuffed with mud, leaving inmmumerable windows of various shapes for a- 
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pundant ventilation, One small window, with sash and two small panes Xf | 
ef dingy glass, admitted light enough to show the darkness. But the 
jirt had the virtue of being clean dirt, as compared with that of the 
eoffee-shop, and the one pride of the room was a huge open fire-place. 
ror the use of this apartment for three days the proprietor asked the x 
modest sum of $4, but finally came down to a bargain for ene—and shalt $/50 oi 
Thisliberal sum having warmed his heart,he assured us that his supply wl 
of wood was abundant and we might burn all we pleased. We did burn e- i 
nough in a single evening to supply my study stove for a week, and | 
thus managed y’most of the time to keep warm, at least one side at a 
time. . So here we were located for a three days’ imprisonment. Our. 
little stock of reading matter had to ery carefully economized and 
exchanged, and whei our fingers were not ted-ogld we could write let- 
ters, We were entirely without table apparatts and house-keeping 
furniture, and found to our dismay that the place could furnish almost 
ebsolutely nothing in that line. We managed to borrow a diminutive 
‘rying-pan, in which we cooked three or four eggs, aid ate them out of 
he frying-pan with our pen-knives and our bread. But while we were 
engaged in this frugal repast no less than eight times did men put | 
their heads in at the door to ask if we were not through with that fry- 
ing-pan, as they were waiting their turns to use it. An unused window 
sash with two small panes,laid across the top of an old kerosene-e2#l- 
cah, aud propped up with bits of tile, served as a table: another bro- 
ken piece of glass answered for plate, and with pocket-handkerchiefs 
for table-cloth and napkins, and with our pen-knives, our dining outfit 
was complete, The next day we succeeded incapturing a small chicken, 
end ln borrowing a very diminutive sauce-pan into wiich we succeeded 
lin packing the chicken after cutting it into very small pieces, but an 
excécdingly uncanny effect was pproduced during the process of cooking 
by a leg or a wing surreptitiously obtruding itself from under the co- 
ver, say, ‘these are rather close quarters’. 

Sunday furnished but few opportunities for conversation or commu- | 
iication with anybody, and gave eccasion for the exercise of passive Pa | 
rather than active Christian virtues. Towards night the quarantine- ie 
suerdian discovered that, owing to increased numbers of arrivals,he 
Would be authorized in granting special grace to victims who had been 
there two days or more, and great was his astonishment te observe that 
ve declined to avail ourselves,of quy liberty_to leave on the Sabbath. .,/), | 

Monday morning the edid we were glad to start 
élong in any weather, It was not long, however, before I discovered es 
that my inability to get warm was due less to the outside temperature | 
than to the ague that had seized me. After chattering through the dis- | |

delicious warmth of the fever stage, when our brilliant driver allowed ! 
dis balky horse to back the wagon off a sloping bank. I succeeded in | 
Uunping from the wagon in time te save my bones, and sat down ali :

lated in overturning the, wagon in the bottom of a deep gully.The chief 
result of this diversion, aside from a délay of a couple of hours, was

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\\ The night was past at another wretched way-side inn, and in the > \/ 
- jorning, fertified with a good dose of quinine, I proceeded to Samsoon. 


As we were entering the town we were stopped by the police, who not on- 
ly asked for our traveling permits, but put us through a thorough 
search, and took possession of every book and scrap of written or 
printed matter they could find, referring us to the local government 
if we wished to recover them. Fortunately I had a strong letter of 
recommendation from the Governor of Marsovan to the Governor of Sala) 
soon, and that soon liberated books and papers, which without that we 
should very likely never have seen again. This and many other inci- 
dents of this journey indicate the alert and suspicious attitude of 
the government in these disturbed times; but being forewarned and pre- 
vided with the necessary papers, we nowhere suffered serious inconve- 
niesce, - -- It is not a part of my purpose in tiis paper to 
sive any special account of direct missionary efforts in the places 
visited. It was the Week of Prayer, aid in Samsoon, as also in Bafra 
end Ala-cham, we found the bretiren holding interesting daily meetings 
in which we joined with pleasure and profit, and used such other means 
25 we cOuld to accomplish the aim of the trip. 

The journey to Bafra was accomplished, in a native wagon, without 
special incident. Two thirds of the way the wagon runs right along on 
tne hard,wet sand of the sea-beach, with one wheel in the water , and 
the surf waves running up through the wheels and sometimes up to tie 
horses? knees, giving something of a trial of nerve to tne inexperi- 
eiced. The last part of the way we used to have to go through « terri- 
ble swamp, which was at times well nigh impassable. There is now a 
good macadamized road, which makes things much easier, The road from 
Bafra to Alacham is still hopelessly and fearfully muddy. My horse 
chose the breadest and blackest and deepest place in which to lay hin- 
self and me out at full length. My condition when I scrambled back to 
terra firna eppears more amusing now than it did at the time. ' The 
friends out to meet us, -efd careering around on horse-back; the cordial 
welcome; the Sabbath spent among those devoted and prayerful people, 
tne neat littie school-house vainly waiting for governmental permit, ur 
risuteously withheld; together with many otner points of interest,must 
be left to the imagination. On the way back te Bafra we struck down 
towards the sea-coast to avoid the mud, and there among the sand dunes 
I saw a winter settlement of Gypsies which beat any thing I ever saw 
for a winter residence: a few stakes driven into the sand, with bunches 
of twigs and brambles stuffed between, constituted the walls, while the 
roof consisted of a scanty piece of black tent-cloth, which did not at 
ay point reach eut to the wall. Men, women and children were barefod 
ail many,especially of the latter, were nearly or quite naked: and yet. 
there they live through the bitter cold and storms of winter. 

~On reaching the sea-shore on our way back to Samsoon we were over 
taken by a tremendous snow-storm, with a gale of wind and the wavesrun-~ 
Ning very high.A very narrow escape from being engulfed,wagon and all, 
in quicksand necessitated a retreat,and an extra night at a wretched 
little inn.Intense cold on the mountains towards Marsovan,& a broken 
wagon reach our_ohapttrof we wor glad to get home.

My Dear Dr. Smith, 


My letter record indicates that I 
have written to you since I have received ay thing eS you, but my 
long silence has not at all been on this account. 1 have no idea of 
Standing on ceremony on such a point, and acknowledge it a duty to 
send you a communication from time to time, without reference at all 
to any reply I may or may not receive. Of course I shall not undertale 
to review the time since the date of my last to you. You have rec’v’d 
letters from others here and are more or less familiar with our af- 
fairs. netena of prolonging this letter I will simply enclose to you 
a account which I have drawn off of some of the difficulties of a win- 
ter journey in this country. Some ef the real and weightiest diffi- 
culties, and those which eo upon us far more heavily than aly mere 
physical inconveniences, I have not even alluded to in this paper, 
thinking that it might pass into the hands of those who might not pro- 
perly understand the circumstances. Such ‘ difficulty I found in the 
little community at Bafra. They are tired of their preacher, and,tho’ 
they have often been seriously at logger-heads with each other, causing 
ho little scandal, now they are perfectly united in the desire to get 


rid of their preacher, Doubtless they have some more or less serious 


srounds of complaint, but their manner is not truly courteous. 
The moral atmosphere in Ala-cham is of a very different flavor. 
Nikolaki Agha Kouzoudjak-oghlou is a very remarkable man,--one of the 


salt of the earth,-- and he now has a worthy son-in-law and fellow-la- 


borer in our former teacher in College, Rev.George Anastasiades. 
Mrs.R. joins me in kindest salutations.

These exercises passed off successfully, the youlg men demanding perh@s 
« little more time for each one of their addresses than we should have 
judged necessary, but this is a very natural fault, as each one is im- 
pressed with the importance of the theme on which he speaks, and does 
not fully realize that his audience is going to sit through half a do- 
zeit. such speeches, in no one of which do they feel as immediate aiid 
jeep an interest as he does in his one! You will observe the variety 
of languages, with whic!. all our work here is handicapped. It is worth 


while to mention that we were obliged to trim down their ambition in 


this matter to reach even this figure, for they at first proposed to 


use each a different language |! adding French and Hebrew to the other 
four! To this we could not consent, and so the two extra ones were in 
Eiuglish and Greek, nearly as unintelligible to a majority of the audi- 
ence | The exercises were held in the protestant church buildin; in 


the town, and notice was given from the pulpit last Sunday. But public 


luterst in such performances is not sufficient to draw most men away 
from their shops on a week day, aid the audience was rather thin, tho? 
starting off with a good basis in tiie considerable body of our pupils 
trom College and Girls’ School. We had given tne customary notice and 


invitation to the officials connected with the local government ,without 
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Anstitution consists of four Greeks and two Armenians. They are oii tle 


any very confident expectation that they would honor the occasion, but 


we were notified that they would come, and in due time the Kaim-maken 
(local governor) the Colonel in command of the troops here,-- for this 
has recently been made a military post,-- the President of the Munici- 
officers 
pal Council, and two or three other , presented themselves and were ca- 
ducted to seats of honor. They sat patiently through the whole service 
of more than two hours in length, amd a great part of which they sould 
not understand, and were very courteous and complimentary. They got 
such @ dose of stye emphatic Christian doctrine as, I dare say, tie 
rarely have the opportunity of nearing! Toward the close of the exerd 
ses a brief special address was made to these representatives of His 
Imperial Majesty’s government, in the felicitous and complimentary 
phraseology customary on such occasious, and which no one of our nurbe 
except our teacher of Turkish, Mr. Hagopian, has at his tongués end. 
In response the governor made a few appreciative remarks on the bendits 
of education, and the service of God, with honor to the king, &c.&c. 
These closing exercises came off a few days in advance of wuiat ow 
were weuld require, (the first week in Mey) because this year Easter; 
by the Oriental calendar, comes next Sunday, Apr.29. and we have a 
week’s vacation in College, beginning on Wednesday, the 25th, and it 


was thought best to close up the Theological term at the same time.

My Dear Dr. Smith, . 

Enclosed please find the tables of 
statistics and answers asked for in your favor of April 21. Your let- 
ter came to hand at a time when we were approaching the vortex of the 
closing of our school year in College and Girls’ School. I tackled it 
at cima however, with the purpose of sending the documents back to 
you immediately. If it had been a mere matter of drawing off a copy 
of existing tables and documents I should have finished it at once. 

But I at once encountered two difficulties. First the form of Tabular 
View sent was different from that in which our statistics are ordinari- 
ly engrossed, and some of the items required special preparation and 
investigation, and some facts asked for were wholly inaccessible, so 
that you will observe many blanks. And secondly, the political cir - 
cumstances of | this part ofthe country have been such during the past 
two years that it has been impossible to obtain full and accurate sta- 
tistics of our field and work, Hence I was obliged to combine such 
fresh statistics as we have withitems taken from earlier tables, and to 
uS€ considerable labor and judgment in adjusting them to the existing 
facts and circumstances. I found it quite impossible to complete this 
work at such a busy time and was obliged to lay it aside till the whin- 
wind of Commencement time had swept by us. I observe that it will 


Still be well inside of the time limit specified. I am sorry the work 
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is not perfect, but it presents the facts inquired for, as accurately 


as is possible with the means now at our disposal. If in some cases 
the figures were not directly reported this year, they are at all evelis 
such aS to represent a fair average of the facts during the last two @ 
three years. They would in some instances have been somewhat higher 
if it were not for the disturbed state of the country. 

As your communication was in the form of a duplicated circular, 


and aS you had erased the word -"*mission*- and substituted -"station'- 


I take it for granted that you will get similar statistics from other 
stations, and so confine my reports to the Marsovan field, 

I have alluded to the closing of our school term. There is nothing 
of special note in the exercises which would require tobe reported. Tle 
ladies will perhaps report the interesting fact that the graduating 
exercises of their class of six girls were held in the fine large stuy 
hall of the new building, which was filled to its utmost capacity with 
a select audience of friends admitted by ticket. By a special effort 
lir.Tracy, who is building superintendent, got that room finished in 
time to be so used . We hope to have the whole building ready for oc- 
Cupation during the summer, We are very thankful that so far no acci- 
dent and no interference has hindered the progress of the work. 

I enclose programs of the exercises in College and Girls’ School. 

The last mail brought me your letter of May 24. for which many 
thanks. Our mails lately have been very much delayed in consequence of 


irregularities caused by quarantines &c. We have received mail from

Yow 
letter of Oct.27. announcing your return to Boston, was duly received, 
and we were very glad to hear that so short a period of relaxation had 
furnished you the basis for so hopeful a health report. I trust that 
with a careful observance of proper limitations as regards amount and > 
character of work you will be able permanently to administer your of- 
fice without undue strain, and have thorough joy in it. 

My duties here in connection with the Theological seminary and 
the College make it very difficult for me to get away during the tern- 
tune , and so I often take the opportunity of our winter vacation for 
making a trip in some direction, and of late years it has been for the 
nost part among the Greeks on the Black Sea coast. A few days before 
the vacation began, I received a letter Seen Dr.Parmelee, of Trebizond, 
inviting me to come as far as that place, to see if any counsel and erm 


couragement could be given to the rather dissatisfied and down hearted 


creek brethren there. After some hesitation I drew up a plan for a 


rapid trip to include Trebizond and some of our own out-stations. Some 
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senbers of our circle thought I was rather too sanguine,to plan to 


crowd in so much, with the chances of winter delays. In this respect 
I was much favored, for I had very remarkable and unuaual weather. It 
was almost like summer the whole time, and I was not delayed anywhere 
by storm or accident. Thevacation offered me eighteen days, from the 
third to the twenty-first of January, and I determined to add two days 
at each end, so as to make my steamboat connections. I started out on 
New Year’s Day and earried out my plan almost to the letter, returning 
to Marsovan on the 23d.. Providence favored me in a very marked way at. 
many points, as for example when I went to Ordou expecting to make frm 
there the rather dangerous trip to Fatsa in an open sail-boat, whereas 
Providwaiae sent the Turkish steamer there just in the nick of time with 
tne very unusual announcement that it was to touch at Fatsa, which is 
not on its regular list of stopping places! I took with me on this 
trip, aS an assistant in work among Greeks, the only Greek member of 
our present Theological class, Mr .Evangelos Panoussis, of Ioannina 1n 
iplrus. He studied in our College some years ago, and has since spent 
two years as assistant in Mr .MacLachlan’s school in smyrna, and has 
come back to the Theol. Seminary full of zeal and activity .In starting 
out we had also the company of Mr.White, as far as to Samsoun, as he 
W2aS going on a Similar tour to Bafra, AlaCham, and Kastamoni. 

After leaving Samsoun our first visit was in Trebizond. It was 
the first and only serious disappointment of the trip, that we were ur 
able to reach this place for the Sabbath, which day we spent, apparent- 


ly to very little profit, on the Russian steamer. It was, however, tle 
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wweek of Prayer" and we found exceptionally good oppogtunities to meet 


tne friends met together for religious services. Wg enjoyed the de- 
lightful hospitality of Dr. and Mrs.Parmelee, and Mside from the dired 
ovojects of the visit, had much to make our stay there pleasant, seeing 
a good deal of that interesting historic city, and meeting socially 
the British, Russian, and French Consuls, very estimable and well in- 
formed gentlemen. Of this town aid of the general aspects of the mis- 
sionary work there, I need give you no information, as you are in com- 


munication with our friends there and know all aboutit. Our chief bu- 


siness was with the "Greek brethren’, whom we found to consist of two 
sood men with their families, and a young man who is employed to teach 
the children of these two families. A third brotheruas become so dis- 
couraged at the recognized difficulties of the situation that he has 
sone back to the beggarly elements of the "Orthodox" Greek church. The | 
‘ifficulties as to languages of public services have seemed so insuper : 
able to these brethren that after long periods of discussion and ex- 
perimenting and disappointment, they had decided to withdraw entirely 
trom the chapel aid hold services for themselves in their own houses, 
uow far our visit could have any influence in modifying their views aad 
oractices I do not feel at all sanguine, but I think they were somewhét 
cueered by it, and we at least in this way get acquainted with each 

‘ other, and perhaps open the way for better influences in the future. © ]

lent opposition and persecution. These cases of interference with the 
canifest rights of Protestant Christians have been dragging along for 
2 loug time, and there seems to be no hope of directly reversing the 
unjust verdict in either case, but the friends in Constantinople speak 
very hopefully of being able to get some concessions, as for cerns cota 
to use the closed buildings for schools, tho’ not for public worship. 
If the present disturbances in the political affairs of this country 
are to have any good results, it would seem as if one of them ought to 
vé the establishment of some court of appeal for the adjudication of 
such cases as these, where pully might and secret political influence 
are arrayed against humble right. And the way should be cleared for a 
Protestant community, however feeble it may be, to secure by Imperial 
firman the right to use their own premises for worship and school pur- 
poses. Mr, Dwights letter in a recent number of the Independent (Janl7 
telling the story of the Constantinople chapel, ought to weigh a great 
deal in the settlement of such a matter,\ as showing the real animus wh 
rules, behind an exhaustless supply of soft soap and blarney. 

In Fatsathe brethveii could not get just the preacher they wanted, 
but Mr.Nicholas Manousharides, a member of the last graduated class in 
our Theological HERS has finally accepted their invitation and is on 
the ground, de has a good deal of pluck and firmmess, and has helped 
to cheer up the brethren a good deal. . When he arrived there with his 
family, he went right to the forbidden chapel building and established 


wimself in the living rooms, intended for that purpose. Soon the local

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puilding. He paid no attention, and soon the ord@y was repeated with

1 shall be happy to make his acquaintance |! And that was the last of 
tle talk about his living in that house! I suspect the shrewd govern@ 
improved his three days by inquiring of his superiors what he should é 
under the circumstances, cack Waa told to let the man alone, In a very 


similar spirit the local government had told our brethren, when the or 
der first came for the closing of the building, that they were not to 
worship there,nor in their own houses ,nor anywhere! Of course the goal 
brethrenyielded in the matter of the one building, but reserved the 
right of discretion on the matter of stopping worship altogether !While 
we were there we held our services in the houses of the brethren, with 
Windows open on the public street, but had no disturbance. We had 
soodly numbers together, and celebrated the church ordinanceswith profit. 
Wnen these brethren get their permission to put up a new church buildé 
ing they will take hold of the work with a will, and will make every 
possible self sacrifice, but they are very poor and just about exhaust 
ed their resources in putting up the structure out of which they are 
iow unrighteously turned .What they are to do for the needed funds I am 
sure I do not know. They will come to us with a strong appeal. 

In Unieh there has never been a regular salaried preacher, but ow 
excellent brother,Dr.Elias Meimarides, who studied for a short time 
nahy years ag in our school, has faithfully preached the gospel ac- 
cording to his ability, and the result is quite a chee*y hopeful little 
Sroup of believers who have gathered around him, testifying to the trith 
ln the midst of much unbelief and opposition. As my traveling compan- 
10n happily expressed it, “In the other places we visited ,we comfortd 
the brethren, but in Unieh the brethren comforted us greatly! *# 

The last Sabbath of our absence we spent at Samsoun, ald saw oc- 
casion for great encouragement and hopefulness, though diminished re- 
sources have made inroads on the means available for the work.

My Dear Dr. Smith, 


d ano ssdud xa 
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My last letter to you was dated Jan.28. @ 
eid reported my trip to the sea-coast. I have not yet heard of your re c 
ceiving it, ‘though I presume you have. I mention this because of the ' 
unreliable character of the mails, and because others here have receivid®. 
letters from you acknowledging communications of later dates. J 
Tomorrow closes our short Easter holiday. Although it was only 7 
one week we have made an effort to utilize it in the much suffering 2 
work of visiting our out-stations. Mr. White went to Dere-Keuy, the ’ 
Greek village eight hours to the north of us, accompanied by the young =f 
Greek who was my companion in my tour on the sea-coast. My daughter 5 S 
Susan went with one of the native lady teachers to Vezir-Keupru, and pe 
iss King and I made a trip to Avkat BediieKour, nine hours to the 9th. a 
ir, White’s party and ours returned yesterday afternoon, and my daugh- ae 
ter is expected this afternoon. I am very glad to be able to report : : 


the out-station of Avkat Hadji-Keuy in a rather exceptionally flourisl 
lng condition. The circumstances of the past two years have been such 
as to check quite seriously, not only the visits of missionaries to 
these places, but to a considerable extent also the work itself in then. 
The village of iain dadji-Keuy is situated somewhat off the main 
lines of traffic, and has some of the advantages as well as disadvan- 


tages of such a position. The people are rough and unsophisticated, but 


Simple and hearty. The town is the governmental centre of a rich re- 
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sion including about a hundred and seventy villages, of which about 
sixty are Kuzzlebash Kourds, and the remainder almost entirely Turks. 


un this account the recent political agitation has been felt there only 


as a distant disturbance. The town also is all Turkish, except about 
fifty Armenian families, of whom about half are Protestants. 

Our brethren there have a nice little chapel, capable of seating 
some two or three hundred persons, and they take pride in keeping it 
neat and in good repair. The preacher who has been there for a number 
of years, last summer =< the time of the cholera, brought his family 
tO waebovnts to have his children educated. Mr. Bedros liartigian, 


for some years preacher in Bafra, having been obliged to leave that 


place, was sent to Avkat Hadji-Keuy to take his place, and has had a 
very cordial reception by the people. 

This trip to Avkat had some points of special interest. It was 
several years since I had last visited the place, and I was pleased to 
see progress and crowth. My first visit there was nearly twenty years 
aso in company with jir, Leonard, and some of the friends there recalléi 
Low at that time he spoke of passing over the work to younger men. The 
chief point of interest this time however was that it was a sort of in- 
tiatory tour for Miss King. IT am very glad to say that she stood it 
very well and really enjoyed much of it. She shows promising qualities 
for a touring missionary. It furnished her an opportunity to plunge ir 
to the language, hearing and using it all the time, as she cannot do 


sO fully when in the school. We utilized on this occasion our big, 


spring wagon, the PUNNING gear of which was a gift to our station from 
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some friends of Miss Zimmer, now of Constantinople, solicited by her 
when she saw our heed of a wagon when she passed through here. This 
enabled'us to perform the journey with creat ease and comfort. Miss 
King took along with her, to act as companion, wudde, and interpreter, 
a member of the Senior class in the girls’ school, who had been in Av- 
kat as a teacher, and at the last moment, though our wagon was already 
pretty full, we decided to gladden the hearts of the preachers family 
by taking along his little girl who is in the school, 

A letter which I _ sent a fortnight before to ainounce our coming 
having not yet reached its destination, our arrival was unexpected, tho’ 
the brethren had specially asked us to come , and were hoping we would. 
We found our friends however without difficulty, and were soon settled 
in very nice rooms recently erected by a hospitable brother of some 
means. Other rooms were thrown open and urged upon us, and one good 
sister got her best room allswept out for us, and then einen 
that it was so abundantly inhabited that they themselves had been ab- 
solutely driven out (!). So we concluded to seek sleep elsewhere, aud 
were very fortunate in the rooms that were finally assigned to us. 

It would make too long a story to try and tell you of all the phe 
ses of our stay there, though it would serve as a rather typical sample 
of such visits , especially as they were made a score of years ago,for 
as this little town has not caught up with the swift progress of the 
present age, so also the selfish whims and prejudices which have so 
chilled the relations to us of some of our communities, have not reacled 


this retired spot, and they gave us a rough but hearty weloome. 
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It is a universal custom throughout this country that in such tows 
as this one day in the week is set apart as the weekly fair or market- 
day when the villagers from all the country around flock in bringing 


such produce as they have to dispose of, and making their purchases, 


3 small and great, for domestic and farm life. Such was Friday, the day 
after our arrival, and a motley crowd of Turks, Koords and Circassians 
filled the market place, and stared in undisguised astonishment at the 


rare sight of a stranger with a hat on, moving about among them. When 


the hour of noon was announced by the cry of the muezzin from the gal- 
lery of the tall, slender,new minaret, quite an assemblage of worship- 


ers, after washing hands and feet at the fountain outside, crowded in 


to the mosque to offer the noon oraver-. The mosque iS @ new one , and 
quite a large and fine one for such a town. It is a light airy build- 
ing with a high dome in the centre, and with plenty of large windows, 
such a contrast in this respect to most of the Christian churches in 
this land, and immaculately clean too, and free from any Sign of image 
or picture of any kind. 

I passed some time in the market, observing these things, but spet 
most of the day in conversation with such brethren as were not absorvd 
in commercial business, and in studying up the situation preparatory 
to the more official duties of the following day. By the middle of tk 
afternnon the crowd had dispersed, and an hour before sunset the breth 


ren and some of the sisters came together in the chapel for a service 


preparatory to the Communion service which was to take place on the 


Sabbath, During the day Miss King had begun her house to house visita- 
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5 
tion, in which she was cordially seconded by the sisters. On Saturday 
morning the church members met again at the chapel to converse with 
such as desired to be admitted to church-membership. A dozen candidates 
oresented themselves, and the work involved an uninterrupted session 
solid labor and intense interest. 
of six hours’ saki®shabérkhadtesntedskesnkerexaccepted and were publicly 
Ten of the candidates were 
received into the church the next day. Their experience was varied and 
some Of it quite peculiar. Of course in some cases there was a good d 
deal of ignorance of doctrine, and even of scripture, and in such case 
we had to depend on the testimony of neighbors and acquaintances, as 
to the genuineness of the professions of renewed life. A lack which 
caused me more anxiety than any mere deficiency of technical knowledge 
was the absence in general of a deep conviction of sin and distress 
with regard to it. It was in some cases difficult to draw out any ex- 
oressions of contrition, and some seemed stroggly inclined to adhere 
to the intimation that during the six months or so which had elapsed 
since their conversion they had committed no sin whatever! I am at a 
loss to account for the fact, but I have observed this lack very widely 
anong our churches in this country. Whether it arises from a native 
lnclination to excessive or to striking contrast 
which a comparative moral life presents to the gross evil by id oe the 
are surrounded, or ee it is due to a lack of proper indoctrinatig, 
the fact remains a very ceneral one, and with it very commonly a very 
low view of the objects of the existence of the church, many persons 


seeming to think its chief purpose to be to administer the sacraments. 


One of the persons received to the church was a boy of fourteen, 
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ment of the communion service by shouting out his disapproval of the

cn exception in this respect, as they have not dared heretofore to ad- 
jit childreh, and many doubted the propriety of it even now. 

The public exercises the next day were solemn and tender, the 
Lord’s Supper being celebrated at the morning service, and baptism of 
ten children at the afternoon service. One of those received into the 
church, the son of Protestant parents who had neglected the rite of 
baptism when he was a child, received the rite as he stood up to con- 
fess his faith. This seemed strange to many present who had not becore 
familiar with this neglect. Quite a number of persons from the 
Gregorian Armenian community were present, and for the most part be- 
haved themselves with decency, and showed much interest’ in the thoughts 


presented, but one rude fellow tried to raise a disturbance at the mo- 


character of one of the men received to the church, This ruffled the 


meeting for a moment, but was soon over. 


But my letter is getting too long, and I must make short worx of 
other incidents of our visit, of calls on public officials, some of 
them confessedly bitterly inimical to our College on account of the 
political suspicions so uatiatie harbored against it, of the cadi, or 
judge, with whom I talked in Greek, his native language, as he comes |: 
from loannina in Epeirus, and is an Albanian, as also is our present 


Governor General. It pleased and surprised him much to hear in this 
far off region the accents of his native speech. 


On Monday morning we turned our faces once more toward Marsovan, 
after a shott but very interesting visit, and the brethren showed their 
affection and appreciation of our coming, by congregating about our 
vason to bid us goodbye, and then two wagon-loads of them and half a 
dozen horsemen accompanied us some distance out of the town.

My Dear Dr.Smith, | 

I ought at this time to write you — 

not less than three separate and distinct letters in as many different , 
capacities, One of these would be a continuation of our ordinary cor- 
respondence, to acknowleige your last letter, and to report to you our 
condition and recent doings. In another I should address you as Chaire 
man of the Committee on Self-Support,&c. and reply to your favor with 
regard to statistics,Tabular Views,&c. A third would be entirely un- 
official and purely personal,and perhaps somewhat officious, with ref- 
erence to my brother Charles, and his late relations with the American 
board.” I think you will pardon my informality if I make what I have 
to say on these three points simply paragraphs in one and the same letr. 

Reversing the order of these three topics, allow me to make one 
or two inguiries for information concerning the circumstances of the 
severing of my brothers relations with the Board. And first I must 
beg that you will not prejudge or misinterpret my spirit in these in- 
quiries. My brother has written me the facts of the case, but so brid 
ly and impassively that I hardly know how he himself feels on the sub- 
ject. I amvery far from intending to find any fault with any one,nor 
do I wish to ask for a reversal of any action that may have been taken, 
I merely wish in the most modest and charitable manner to ask for a 
little information which may enable me more clearly to realize that all 
has been done in the best possible way. Please understand all my ques- 
tions in this way,and of course you are free to reply to them or not, 
as you may think best. I only want to get at the facts,if possible. 

My brother was very sensitive about his position in the Faculty 
of the College in Aintab, and had a strong impression that his asso- 
clates there were anxious to be rid of him. This, I believe, was the 
one reason why he felt his position there to be untenable. But when 
his resignation was acceptedhad evidence been brought before the Con- 
mittee to confirm this impression on his part? Is it not possible that 
his view was the result of an over sensitiveness very natural under tk& 
circumstances? Is it clear that no career of usefulness was open to hm 
in connection with that institution? Prof. Levonian made a brief visit 
here a few days ago, and I very much regret that I was out of town at 
the time and missed the opportunity to get valuable information on sore 
such points. Perhaps full correspondence hati been had, of which I am 
not aware, and opbnions expressed which properly settled the matter,bu 
you can readily understand how I should feel in the absence of such ir 
formation. As regards his scheme for an institution of some kind f@ 
the blind, I know that the difficulties in the way of raising the mony 
were very serious, and many of my brothers best friends felt far from 
Sanguine avout the plan. But a new scheme like this often finds hard 
work to press itself into recognition. Ten years ago the Board held 


very mich the same views with regard to the project for Anatolia Col- 
ege, which now however has won the recognition and respect of the Com‘ 
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I do not say that the Board was in any way bound to take up this pro- 
ject,especially in view of the financial difficulties under which the 
Board was struggling, but nothing that I have heard seems to indicate 
that any great degree of consideration or sympathy was manifested to- 
ward the originator of the thought. An idea was suggested, I do not 
remember by whom, that with a very small expense, by utilizing what 
they call the Marden house,up on the hill, a small beginning might be 
made with a few blind boys, out of which a larger enterprize might ul- 
timately grow, or which, in case of need, might be abandoned if the 
means for continuing and enlarging it should fail to appear. With my 
very limited knowledge of the facts, it has seemed to me as if, rather 


than utterly squelch the longings and enthusiasm of a man whose sympa- 


thies had in a special manner been drawn toward such an effort, some 
such modified plan might have been encouraged, but of course I cannot 
say that it was feasible. The point which has puzzled and troubled 
me the most is the apparent extreme readiness of the Prudential Con- 
mittee to accept at once my brother’s rather hasty resignation,without 
so far as I am aware making any inquiry of the Central Mission, or of 
any other Mission or person in Turkey, as to whether he might not find 
a useful sphere of labor in some other department or at some other 
point,if not at Aintab. Might it not have been natural and easy to 
take into consideration that while his circumstances throw him almost 
absolutely and finally out of the possibility of useful employment in 
the United States,his very extensive knowledge and experience in ori- 
ental affairs, his thorough and scholarly as well as practical know- 
ledge of the Turkish language, and his deep and intelligent interest in 
the missionary work, suggest that before summarily cashiering him the 


Committee might make deliberate and careful inquiry, and hold correspan- 


ence with those who were likely to know the facts and have calm and 
wise judgment as to the possibilities of his future? Is it in accord- 
ance with the policy and traditions of the American Board to cut off 
almost immediately on his return to the country, a man who has spent 
years of patient toil,under circumstances of unspeakable trial and dif 
ficulty, in the service of Christian education and of Christian Missims 
Missionaries do not serve the Board for salary, yet their children mst 
have bread,even if without butter, to live. The Board is certainly at 
liberty to dismiss men with whom they cannot agree, but will the offi- 
cers of the Board as Christian gentlemen suggest what this blind man 
who has not made to himself friends of the mammon of unrighteousness, 
do, now that he is turned out of his stewardship? 

I had no idea of writing so much on this subject,and I hope I hae 
not transgressed the limits of your patience. If my feeling on the svwb- 
ject is wrong, I think you will be able to trace it to a lack ofade- 


quate information, and as I said at the beginning, my questions are 


Solely for the purpose of eliciting the true facts. 


Passing now to ny second topic, I must say a word about the re- 
quired statistics. And here too I am afraid you will think I have as- 
sumed the,for me, rather unusual role of the complainer. I shall at 


least try not to be unreasonable. Your favor of June 18. came to ham 
just as I was starting with my family for a little summer outing, but 
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the blanks referred to were delayed,and I found them here on my return 
As this letter was addressed to me, and as I bear the rather meaning- 
less title of Secretary of the Station, I shall do what I can at fil- 
ling out the blanks. But I must confess to a considerable lack of en- 
thusiasm in the business. In the first place I am not at all an ardert 
statistician, and I sincerely believe that nothing can be made to lie 
like figures. Still I do not wish at all to slight the purposes or 
the labors of your Committee. Only two questions arise in my mind.Why 
could not the information desired be gathered from the statistical 
tables which are already on file at the Mission Rooms in Boston? With 
no small amount of labor each station in the mission collects each yer 
such information as can be secured in regard to the local churches and 
communities, and tabulate them and forwaré them to Boston. Are these 
wholly ignored, and must all the mechanical and clerical work be done 
over again by the poor missionary ? The reply will probably come quick 
that the regular Mission tabular statistics do not cover all the points 
demanded by these new tables, and this is doubtless true, but can it te 
exvected that the missionary can,at a moment’s notice lay his hands up 


on a lot of such details ? The postal facilities in this land are not 


of the best, and it is about as much as a letter is worth to get it to 
its destination at all, and it is often months before you can get an 
answer from a comparatively near out-station. And this brings me to 
my second question: What has become of all the effort made last year? 
We are told that the returns of last year were very incomplete, but if 
mine were incomplete last year why am I not told in what respect they 
were unsatisfactory’ and if they were in proper form last year, why 
must they be repeated again this year? If it is in order to have them 
up to date, then are we to expect the same demand to be repeated every 
year? If so we must arrange accordingly for collecting the facts. 

I will do what I can with the blanks sent, but in the absence of 
all my associates, and with very limited resources, I cannot hope to 
make out anything very satisfactory or worth very much. 


It is an agreeable change now to leave these incidental points, 
and come to my thirdly, which is in the line of our customary corres- 
pondence. I believe I have two letters from you to acknowledge, asic 
from the one I have already alluded to,and I am sorry that 1 have not 
kept up my end of the correspondence better of late. 

Your letter of May 15.enclosed the Circular Letter addressed to 
the Churches by the Conference which met in New York last February. It 
came on the 6th of June,within an hour after I had started out on a tor 
to Zille and Herek, so that I knew nothing of it till I returned on tle 
19th, I then learned that my associates had invited some of our pream 
ers to come together at the close of the school exercises,for an in- 
formal conference, somewhat after the fashion of our former Preachers’ 
Conferences, but with special reference to this document. We all felt 
deeply its value and importance, and wished to ensure as favorable a 
hearing for it on the part of our native friends as possible. Politi- 


cal unrest has forbidden our Conference gatherings for three years past 
and we did not get together in large force this year,but had some briéf 
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quiet sessions with the half dozen who were here. The paper was read 
in English and then translated freely to them and pretty fully comment 
ed upon. How profound an impression it has made upon their minds we 
cannot yet tell. In order to place it in the hands of all the preach 
ers,and of the people also, 1 spent a good deal of time in making a 
careful translation of the whole document into Turkish, and produced a 
large number of copies of it on my cyclostyle. I afterwards rather 
crudged the time and labor,when I found that the “Avedaper" gave it to 
its readers entire,in the form of a supplement I am very glad that 
in this form it gets a very wide reading throughout the Empire. Its 
wording is very winning and its logic irrésistible. The lesson it 
teaches is one which must be learned sooner or later by all those to 
whom it is addressed, and at which we have long been pegging away. 

| The other letter to which I have referred is yours of June 22. 

I thank you for all its kind and sympathetic expressions. ly daughter 
is very much pleased at the prospect of spending a year in Athens, and 
I think it is the one thing that she needs to fit her for the work she 
has in view. We shall miss her very much,and the school will find it 
hard to spare her,but the desirability of the object reconciles us to 
it. The school hopes for some kind volunteer assistance from Miss Wil- 
lard whom we hope to see here in the course of a couple of weeks or so, 

We are very glad to hear of any improvement in the receipts of 
the Board, and hope that the revival of trade may soon bring back the 
contributions to foreign missions to a figure which shall more nearly 
correspond to the pressing demands of the work. 

The press of work at the close of the last College term forbade 
my giving you at the proper time a report of another tour that I made 
in company with Miss King. I can now hardly do more than mention it. 
We left here June 6. and visited in succession the out-stations of Am@& 
Sia, Zille, Herek, and Azabaghy, and got back on the 19th. It being a 
time of disturbed political relations, I got from Bekir Pasha,the Go- 
vernor of Amasia,a special letter of introduction and recommendation 
to the officials along the way, and the result was that we were treatal 
almost like princes ! In Zille the local governor detailed a special 
‘| cuard to accompany us all the time that we should stay in the town.This 
‘] was understood to be a compliment,but served also the purpose of a spy. 
We found the condition of Christian work in the out stations rather ba- 
ter than might have been expected under the circumstances, and members 
were received to the church in Zille and Herek. 

Of our closing exercises in College and Girls’ School,I presume 
others have written you, and even if not there was nothing of very spe 
clal interest to remark. I do not remember whether I have sent you pro 
| crams or not. Though it is rather late to do so I will still send them, 
Soon after the close of the brief meeting with the preachers we 


| degan to scatter. The big building of the Girls’ School stands absolute- 


ily empty. A few College students remain,but most of the teachers are 


j way. Of Mr.White & his work in Kastamoni you probably hear from himsdf. 


I took my family to Azabaghy,whese we spent two weeks lazy and happy. 


ir Smith & Mr.Tracy with their families & Miss King are at the cottage 
by the Greek Monastery,five hours away,& our family 1s left here alone.

Trofoundly as I respect the overtasked gentlemen who constitute that 
Committee, and deeply as I sympathize with them in their distress over | 
the failure of the churches to supply the funds needed to carry on the 


» work of the American Board, yet I think in their dealings with my bro- 


ther in the matter under consideration they have been, to say the least, 
: penny wise and pound foolish. Their action reminds me of the attitude 
. of some of the extreme revolutionists by whom we are surrounded, who 
have lost their heads in the existing serious crisis, and are willing 
to sacrifice friend and foe alike so they may be able to carry out wha 
seems to them the only policy for relieving the distressing strain. 

But it is ueedless for me to occupy your time, and narass your 
feelings further on this subject. I have heard (though not from iLin- 
self,) that my brother has gone to Oberlin, but know nothing as yet of 
Wuat he will accomplish by it. I doubt not the same Frovideice will 
care for him in the future as in the past. 

As to the matter of the statistics that you desired of us, your 
little note of Sept.2l. was a great relief to me, for I must confess 
tuat I have not yet carried into effect my purpose to fill out and sem 
those blanks, They have been lying for a long time in my desk, heading 
4°’y list of things to be done "just as soon as possible", but what with 


@°olitical disturbances, large additions to our number of students. and. 


a variety of other circumstances, it has never yet become possible.The 
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statistics of our station for this year would certainly not be very 
Jifferent from those of last year, and for such general purposes as 
those aimed at by your committee I should think they would answer very 
well. Hence I will simply drop the subject, with the single remark tha 
1 am sorry to have felt obliged to stir you up abat the matter. 

I have been variously interrupted since beginning this letter,and 
it is now Monday evening, UOct.21. aud I must close tiis up ahd send it 
temerrew morning. We have been going through another very trying 
period of political excitement and social terror, which has reminded 


us foreibly of the scenes of two and a half years ago. Under the pres 


sure of European intervention the Turks had given quite a respite to 
the Armenians. But the long delays in diplomatic action began to give 


rise to disturbances of various sorts. Finally the terrific scenes at 
the Capitel plunged the whole country into excitement and panic,and al 
most into anarchy and nihilism. Last Wednesday evening the newly set- 
tled preacher of the church here was arrested and during the night was 
uustled off on the long journey to Vorfah his native place. It is to b& 
feared that this man had given the authorities some ground for suspi- 
clon and complaint, but their method of spiriting him away was certainly 
arbitrary and harsh. We have heard nothing of him since he started. 
Friday evening a very mysterious fire broke out in the new Girls’ 
School building, which was fortunately detected and the building was 
saved with very slight damage. There seems to be little doubt that it 


| was the work of incendiaries, and we have been inclined to suspect the 
| desire on the part of the Armenian revolutionists to stir us up to the 


point of making very vigorous representations to the powers to the west 
of us concerning the inadequacy of the government,&c. but it is impos 


' slble to get any reliable evidence, 


Saturday afternoon some of our College students were unfortunate 


» enough or foolish enough to get into a sharp altercation and squabble 

/ with some Turks, This filled up the measure of excitement, and the 

| more timid among us conflidently expected a massacre. We passed a very 
, enxious Sabbath and two very uncomfortable nights, and today, though 
our monthly holiday, has been a very dismal day,tho’ enlivened by the 

) wedding of the daughter of our physician. But just before sunset came 
sudden and rant. relief. We received a telegram from Consul Jewett

doubtless our duty to mention to you the principal facts. The prime 
fact has perhaps already reached you before I write, namely that our 
persons and property and schools are intact. That this should so re- 


sult seems more ald more amiracle as we hear fuller details of the 


{ affair, ahd learn that the mob surged toward our direction with full 


intent to make thorough work of our institutions, but were turned back 


P once and again. It is an added evidence that the Angel of the Lord en- 
campeth round about us and delivereth us. Our hearts are bowed in 
B® sorrow and distress, but underneath are the everlasting arms, and we 


: look forward with confidence, though through thick clouds. 


For months past there have been distinct and repeated threats of 


: just such an event as has taken place. These culminated last week in 
‘efinite statements that it was to take place on the Friday of that wek. 
vuristian merchants went on Thursday afternoon to the governor stating 
}t.ese threatenings, and asking his advice as to closing their shops on 
| the next day. He assured them they had nothing to fear,and would be pm- 


Htected. Dr.Tracy also, as Director of the College, called on the Go- 
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vernor, and Friday morni:g also on the Colonel in command of the troops 
posted here. (now about 800-1000.men.) He received similar assurances. 
At the noon hour of prayer in one of the mosques where four hundred Mo- 
hammedans were assembled, aman in the court-yard fired two pistolshots 
and another man went through the pantomime of rolling over and scream- 
ing. Instantly the ery was raised that the mosque had been attacked, 
and the unreasoning crowd rushed forth in fierce excitement. It took 
few moments to develop as armed mob bent on mischief. In a few minutes 
a hundred Armenians had been slain, and a mltitude more were wounded, 
of whom nothing was kiown till days after, when they crept around to 
the doctor to have their wounds dressed. The first great rush seems 
to have been made toward the market, where most of the murderous work 
was done, and where the siiops of Armenians were looted aiid thoroughly 
emptied. Some discrimination was made in favor of Greeks, though they 
did not escape without loss and injury. Beside what was done in the 
market, private house were attacked and gutted, and their inhabitants 

bj surdered. dow many such scenes took place, we have no means of know1ig. 
| We know of two instances in houses right adjoining our own premises, 
from one of which bullets came flying over and struck the Girls’ Schodl 
building, and in that house at least one woman was among the victims. 
Ji Our OWN premises all was silent, but a deathly horror pervaded all. 
We allowed the pupils from the two schools to leave the school buildiggs, 
| eid huddle together in our own ny No pen can describe the feelings 


with which we waited during the terrible minutes of that first hour, 


anid the sound of yells and screams, and shots and crashing doors ! 
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And then as the tide of hideous sounds rolled further away we waited 
on through the weary hours of the afternoon, not know ing at what mo- 
ment our own gates might be burst open, unable sa do anything nor to 
expect help from any human source. We lifted up our voices in solem 
prayer to our covenant God, and He heard us and delivered us from our 
fear. We had two faithful Circassian guards on the premises, and thee 
we sent, when no Christian could possibly show his head for a moment in 
the street, to ask the governor for protection, They found him and he 
stated that he had already sent soldiers to surround our oninitoaia sai 
a while we saw them patrolling outside our walls, but this only increasd 
the apprehension of sole, as it was not yet clear hin these would 
join the mob or not. it would seem that they did not though the con- 
trary is confidently stated. At any rate they have been faithful to us 
so far, and also did efficient service in checking and putting an end 
to the slaughter and house-breakhing. This was under the personal su- 
pervision and command of the governor, who when finally roused used 
every effort to stop the bloodshed, and with effect. de also posted 
troops at many points in the city and around it, and this probably has 
; prevented a recurrence. —_— night he came himself to our premises, 
: bringing a guard of twenty-five or thirty soldiers, and a similar nun- 
| ber have relieved guard every morning and protected our buildings night 
and day ever since, Our Armenian students are still suspicious of these 
i men, but unless some foolish provocation be given I think they may be 

i relied upon. The nights and days which followed were full of intense 


| anxiety and suspense, and quiet and confidence have by no means been 
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completely restored. Un the following day (Saturday) a ghastly sight 


was visible from some of our windows. Wagonu-load after wagon-load of 
dead bodies were brought out of the city and dumped in the valley be- 


tweeii uS aiid the Armenian cemetery. As these lay in heaps, they were 


attacked by a barbarian horde and stripped of such bloody garments as 
had thus far been left to cover them, and thus they lay in all degrees 


of nudity, a horrid protest in the face of heaven. The shameless pil- 


lagers were finally driven off by the soldiers, who guarded the bodies 


e until a score of Armenians, with a priest, came under a strong guard, p 


2 dug a long broad trench, and laid in it eighty-three corpses, aid so 


closed the outward scenes of this horrid tragedy. 


As a result of the general lack of confidence in the efficiency 
B and honesty of the goveriument, the rousing of the tiger in the nature , 
of the and perhaps more than all, the persistent formenting of un- 
easiness by the revolutionists, the restoration of quiet andcalm has 


been avery slow process. Armenians have hardly dared to show them- . 
- selves in the streets, and there has been much suffering for lack of ; 
food and water, comparatively few of the people having a water supply | 
in their own houses. We have been constantly receiving warnligs of an | 
intended onslaught upon our premises, and our pupils have been 1n an . 
almost uncontrollable flutter of trepidation. Weshave had Lowever fran 
the governnent every possible assurance of protection, and of their de 
termination that such a thing should not occur again. We have also ex 
changed telegrams with our consul in Sivas and with our liinister in 
Constantinople, who has assured us of the protection of the Turkish go 
» vermnent. We try to go on with our ordinary occupations, especially in 
the schools, so as to keep the pupils busy, but it is up-hill work to 
seep attention fixed on studies. It is needless to say that calm and 
uopeful trust has been constantly maintained among the members of our 
OWn Missionary circle, and we have much to be thankful for in the de- 
sree of health which has been granted us all during this whole period. 
We hear of similar occurrences at many points, but know very little in 


detail as ye except the statement of our Minister that Americans thy 
out sate, Anong stain, here and elsewhere,are scores

We 
have also telegraphed the same to Consul Jewett. 

The past week has been one of most intense excitement aud anxiety, 
hardly easier to bear than that of last week Friday itself. There has 
seemed to be, on the part both of Turks and Christians, a vague but 
general impression that there would ” a repetition of the massacre, aid 
rumor has been very diligent in indicating our College as the probable 

made in the past 
point of attack. Fersistent, frank and careful statements, on our ‘part 
have succeeded, I think, in convincing the government officials of the 
falseness of the charges made against is of conniving at revolutionary 
operations, but the slanders have been so persistently circulated that 


the mind of the common people has been thoroughly poisoned, the revo- 


lutionary party on the one hand claiming us as their friends and chan- 


) pions, and the Turks on the other hand muttering curses on the same 
’ ground. All indications seem to point pretty clearly to the theory 
that this is almost entirely the intentional work of the revolutionary 


F Committee, whose strong desire and endeavor for a long time has been 
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to get us in some way involved in the operations and consequences of 
revolution, with the idea that then, and only then, we would make a 
ery which would be heard in Europe and result in action favorable to 
their schemes. The baseness of this purpose, as well as its futility, 
has in vain been presented to the leaders of that party. They seem de 
termined to rule or ruin. The outlook for the future is much hamperel 
and complicated by this element. Were it not for the constant irrita- 
tion produced by this determined effott at agitation, the local liohan- 
medan population might be controlled and guieted by a vigorous honest 
effort on the part of the governnent. It would seem that the revolu- 


tionary party do not propose to be satisfied with the reform scheme pn- § 


posed, and they intend to keep things stirring till something more ra- 
dical is accomplished. What they seem to want is more drastic foreign 
intervention, but it is an open question whether it will résult in this 
or in the bloody annihilation of the Armenian people. 

It would be hardly worth while for me at this juncture to be dis- 
cussing this question o1 a purely theoretical basis, but 1 feel con- 
pelled to bring it up as having a very direct bearing oi our present 
duty and the future of our institutions. 

Slice writing the above senteuce I Lave been ii cOnSULtatlon with 
my associates, and we Lave pondered upon these facts with great serlouw- 
ness. One result is that I am authorized on behalf of the station to 
request you in conference with Dr.derrici, to bring 1t as a very prac- 
tical matter before the Committee ad Interim to consider aid advise us 
what to do under these very trying circumstances. Of course the ques- 
tion will turn largely on the phase which political affairs are lisely 
to take. If there is any really substantial assurance of a permaneiit 
peace and tranquillity in the land generally, we shall naturally come 
in for a share of it, and can go on our way, hoping for a gradual re- 
construction of things. But under such insecurity aid excitement, it 
may be said to be out of the question to carry on such large institu- 
tions as ours, especially when they must necessarily contain in them- 


selves some of the inflammable elements. We have made an honest effort 


to keep out of our College young men who showed a revolutionary teuieir 
cy, and the local governnent very well knows that we have turned out a 
number of pupils for this sole reason . But in the preset crisis it 
may almost be said that every Armenian is a revolutionist, and it 1s 
utterly impossible for a number of their young men to be together wit!r 
out getting pretty well stirred up on these questions, This fact is 
worked for all it is worth by the secret emissaries of the movement, au 
we have occasion to suspect that things are done about us aid among us 
for which we would be wholly unwilling to be held responsible.We might 
carry on the weeding out process, but just at such a time as this that 
would seem likely to add fuel to the flame, and would certainly bring 
upOn us worse than ever the wrath of the disturbing party. Our _— 
pupils are in great distress, and are proposing to go off in a body. 
have just had a call from a comaittee of three of their number to BS 
iy approval of their plan. Of course I have told them to be calm, aud 
wait to see how affairs will go: that just now there seems no special 
reason to fear another outbreak, and that we are under the pledged pro 
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tection of the government, whose soldiers guard our premises night and 
day . This last fact is,they say,in itself a special source of irrite@ 
tion to their Armenian fellow-pupils., and they are afraid these latte 
may do some foolish thing which may raise trouble with these very guanis. 
It is well nigh impossible for any of our students to pay any proper 
attention to their studies, and it is very irksome to them to be kept 
steadily at them, But we have felt that to be the only possible way 
to keep them out of mischief, and so as early this week as we could do 
so we got them to work again, and lessons are going ou for the most par 
23 usual, though the recitations cannot be said to be brilliant. The 
students are of course confined strictly to the premises, and this in 
itself en irritating condition. How long we can go on in this way with 
out having an explosion of some kind, I do not thisuk we can forecast. 
We do not by any means wish to ask you to authorize us to break up our 
College and send the pupils home, though that has been suggested. This 
would relieve things in some respects, but it has very serious disad- 
vantages, It would very much please all classes of our enemies, 1 sup 
nose, and the school once closed might have difficulty in getting open 
avain., 1 presume if this were proposed to our iminister he would snap 
at it at once as a fine solution of our present straits, but we are no 
at all sure that it would not be suicidal. What we want you brethren 
in Constantinople to do for us is to cast the horoscope, and tell us 
the percentage of prospect of a satisfactory solution of the existing 
difficulties, not forgetting that the Armenian attitude of mind is a 
most imoortant element isu the circwnastances. 

I began this letter with the intention of giving you a narrative 
of the exents of the week, but I do not see any need of tasking mich of 
your time or mine with unimportant details. The strain of anxiety on 
us all has been terrible. With thirty-eight boys under our care,liable 
to a panic at any moment, and from a dozen to thirty outsiders huddled 
under our roof for protection, Sarah and I have had but little rest .Ow 
walls are very insecure at several points, and neighbors, both Turkish 
and Armenian, could easily crawl in. For four or five nights Sarah and 
I divided the night into watches,and kept on the alert the whole night. 
But now for three or four nights we have relaxed this vigilance, and 
‘he atmosphere seems a little more quiet now. Mr. Smith has staid down 
at the Girls’ School every night , and for several nights lir.aiad lirs. 
Tracy went up and staid in the College building. The first day or two 
efter the outbreak of last Friday, we had a good deal of trouble with 
iumberless persons coming and going, keeping up the excitemeit. Then 
the officer in charge of our guard told Mr.Tracy he was instructed to 
neve the keys of all our gates lodged in his hands, and they were sur- 
rendered to him. This at once made a great stir, especially among our 
Arnenian pupils, who pictured to themselves a pen into which they were 
shut up to be slaughtered. Finally the keys were again lodged with Mr, 
Tracy, as Director of the College, and the guards who watched them cor 
Sisted of soldiers and some one from our number. In this business Mrs, 
Tracy has done most efficient service, standing herself day after day 


at the principal gate, and challenging every applicant. This strict | 
watch of the gates we have found very useful in preserving us from the 
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4 
introduction on our premises of dangerous elements, aud in maintaining 
quiet and order, but it is very laborious and ammoying to seep it up. 

After a few days of almost entire seclusion, some of the Armenian 
women began going cautiously in the streets, but the men do not even 
yet co about without a guard, or the company of some friendly and re- 
sponsible Mohanmedan., The Armenialis in many instances have private 
means of access from house to house, through holes in their walls. Il 
suppose it is only in this way that many of them have saved themselves 
from perishing of thirst, and even so there is said to be great distress 
anon: many for lack of water, as few have it on their own premises. 

On Wednesday this town had a visit from an important military of- 
ficial, though so far as we can ascertain he had no special mission in 
connection with the one topic that fills all minds. He was called 
Feriq Abdullah Pasha, and was said to be an aid-de-camp of His Majesty. 
We were invited to call on him, and did so, and he informed us that he 


had business in connection with army posts, their supplies, appointmerts 
etc. and that this would take him as far as Diarbekir, and perhaps far 


ther. He asked whether we had suffered any personal loss in the recert 
tragedy, and we thought he would perhaps do something to restore order 
and confidence, but aside from giving some good advice to the Turks as 
he was about to leave, he seems to have done nothing in this line. de 
spent only one night, and I only mention him because hopes were roused 
by his coming, and he was heralded by rather a pompous proclamation, ap- 
parently & anating from him, and forwarded to us by the Mutessarif of 
Amasin. He was a pleasant spoken man, rather young, and pretty well 
informed, but he showed no inclination to say much about the one ab- 
sorbing topic, and ran into a discussion of archaeolory, etc. | 

| Through the week there has been a succession of waves of trepida- 
tion followed by lulls of calm. As the hour of Friday noon approached 
excitement and apprehension palpably increased, and two of us finally 
went ,esterday (Friday) morning to call on the Kaim-makem to call his 
attention to the fact. lie received our suggestions very kindly, gave 
us a very detailed, of Lis own activity during the riot, and it is clear 
that he did really risk his life in the effort to restore oréer, aid 
he proceeded to post the prominent officers of the police and military, 
one each in some of the principal mosques, instructing them not to waste 
any time in namaz, but to watch for the slightest sign of disturbance, 
and to quell it at once, even if necessary by shooting on the spot any 
person who persisted in such disturbance of any kind. The day passed 
quietly, though we were told of considerable numbers of liohanmedans 
gathering in excited crowds at various points. This however may have 
been the exaggeration of ai excited imagination. 

There have bee: some proclamations and demoustrations looking 
toward the restoration of some of the property carried off on that. 
fateful day, but I am not aware that it has had much substantial result. 
A load of eight sacks of flour which was coming to us that day from tk 
mill, got switched off into a village, where it was scattered in eight .

My Dear Dr.Smith, 

I received by the last post 
on Thursday last, your letter which closes with a postscript on Jan.s. 
announcing the death of our beloved ex Secretary, Dr.N.G.Clark. This 
news is hardly a surprise, though we have not realized that he was so 
near the end of his earthly course. Our minds have been so intensely 
occupied with absorbing matters, and I think we have not been very ful- 
ly informed of his condition, so that to me at least the news came ra- 
ther unexpectedly. The evening of the day on which we received this 
information,we held our customary weekly social prayermeeting at our 
house, and we made it a sort of memorial service. Very pleasant were 


the memories of our individual relations with this grand man, both as 


a personal friend and in relation to our missionary work. How little 
there is to regret as we look back at the record of such a life. This 
takes away much of the sting of the loss we all feel so keenly. de was 
the man who came to Union Seminary, New York in the spring of 1869,and 
sought me out, and came into my little bit of a room at 30.Clinton Pl. 
aid encouraged me to believe I might be a missionary, when I had very 


serious apprehensions lest my record might not be up to the required 


standard. It was ne who gave me my commission as a missionary, and ar 


ranged about my location. In 1872. he made a visit to our Mission, aiid 


was present at our Annual Meeting . In 1885. I saw him at the meeting 
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in Boston, and I corresponded with him with more or less regularity, 


till he was obliged to put off a part of his work on younger shoulders. 


Long will the memories of his personality cling to the great work to 


which he gave the best energies of his life. We all desire to ex- 


press to you and to all connected with you at the Rooms our sincere 
and profound sympathy in the loss of such a-man. May his mantle be 


worthily worn by those who have already been obliged to take up his wa@ks. 


Uf the subject which naturally occupies the bulk of your letter, 
namely the peculiar state of affairs in this country, I need not say 
much at this time, as there is not very much that is new to present. 
Things here remain quiet, although there is a good deal of rumbling be 
low the surface. This consists not only of threats on the part of ir- 
responsible members of the Mohammedan community of a renewal of the 


acts of violence, but also of persistent plottings and counter-plottimgs 


by the revolutionary party. They do not seem to have learned the les- 
son from the terrific visitation which their activities invited, and 

appear to wish to plunge their people still deeper into the vortex of 
misery and destruction. Our own students have not been free from some 
degree of this folly. The discovery recently that we were acquainted 
with some of their doings, has led to the voluntary withdrawal of some 


ani to vigorous promises of abstention from such operations on the part 


of others. So that we feel that our internal condition in this resped 


is now better than it has been. We have been having a two weeks’ vi- 


Sit from Consul Jewett of Sivas, and this has had a naturally quieting 


luence on Public feeling in general. These favorable elements, how- 
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ever, are local, and do not help much to ameliorate the general condi- 


tion of the country, or to solve the tremendous problems which seem to 


lie before us. Little progress has been made thus far towards the re- 


establishment of public confidence throughout the land, although there 
does seem to be to some extent a reaction of sentiment against the deais 
of horror done in the past. We wait with creat anxiety for the develq@- 
ments which may be expected in the Spring, but it is absolutely impos- 
sible to prognosticate what shape they may take, and how they may af- 
fect us and our work. There seems to he avery widespread anticipatim 


that Russia will in some way have a controlling influence in this region. 


That this, if it should come true, would have a damaging influence on 
our work, especially as among the Greeks, would appear every way likely, 
®but this is after all the merest speculation, and we hold it the best 
policy to go on as far as possible in our customary way, and wait for 
such results as a just,and wise, yea, and a loving God shall prescribe, 
Some authorities which we are bound to highly respect have been strong 
ly inclined to advise us to break up our schools, so as to be free frm 
such an accumulation of inflammable and suspected material. And some 


mare quite decided in advising us: for the safety of our very lives to 


Bset out of the country before the crash comes in the Spring. We have 
@felt it incumbent upon us to weigh all these opinions with scrupulous 


care, and we are grateful for the thoughtfulness and sympathy of our 


j friends, but counter arguments make us feel that we should not at once 


accept these suggestions. Abandoning our post would be attended with 


@such disastrous consequences, to our institutions, to our pupils, and 
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to the commnity about us, that we are convinced that we should accept 
a. senadieieie degree of personal danger and difficulty rather than re 
sort to the expedient of flight. Some of the same arguments militate 

W acainst closing the schools, although we have all along contemplated 
that as one of the possibilities, and we may come to it yet. 


One matter somewhat distantly connected with the above, but chief 


® ly of a personal character, 1 must meition in this connection. You are 
aware that we have had three children with us since Mary and darry left 
us. These children have of course been very deeply distressed at the 


events they have been obliged to witness and to hear of during these 


past weeks, and it would have been very satisfactory if they could have 
been spared such excitement aud terror. When Consul Jewett decided to 
go from here to Constantinople, we came to a very sudden decision to 
send with him the two boys, Theodore D.A., and Ernest W., keeping with 
us Only Emma the youngest, sili years of age.We consulted our associates 
and found that the thought met with their emphatic approval, and ac- 
cordingly, on Tuesday,the 2lst inst. they left us and we have heard of 


their getting comfortably as far as Samsoun. I suppose they probably 


reach Constantinople to-day, (Jan.27.) We have expected to apply for 
authorization to send them to the United States some time during the 
coming Spring or Summer, and we felt authorized in presuming upon the 
approval of the officers of the Board, by the general intimation that 
the Board and the U.S. government would approve of the transferrence 
to a place of safety of any members of missionary families whose re- 
moval might seem desirable. I shall be very much obliged if the Pru- 
dential Committee see fit to approve of the act, and to vote the pay- 
ment of their necessary traveling expenses to the United States, and 
to grant them the customary allowance in aid for their expenses while 
in a@ course of education there. Their ages are respectively 16.and 14. 
Uur plan for them at present is that they should go to Athens and re- 
main there with their sister for a few weeks or months, till a suitable 
opportunity occurs for them to proceed to the United States 
Mrs .R,and my associates unite with me in kindest regards .Yours,

My Dear Dr. Smith, 
I wrote you on Jan.25 . but will 
trespass om your time again with scarcely is apology, for I dare say 


you are accustomed these days to an unusually large flow of letters — 


from these disturbed regions, and you are doubtless quite willing to 
iget as much information as you can regarding affairs in Turkey. 
I do not claim to have anything of great importance to say , only 


that,in company with ee made last week a visit to Amasia, and 


was thus brought in contact with some phases of the great dominant qu6- 
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tion of the day, and I thought you might be interested in some state- 


ments with regard to things as they appeared to us there. 


Tne liberality of Christians in England and the United States has 


furnished us the means to do a little something toward the relief of 


the terrible distress by which we are surrounded. One of the most se- 
verely visited places in this region is Zille. It was-slow work at 
first getting into communication’ with our friends there, but at length 


mwe received the detailed account of the fearful events there, and soon 


sent them a sum of money by mail. It is a two,or at most a three day 3? 


j journey, but it took our money just twenty days to reach them, which, 
however,it did at last,and was very timely. But still communication with 


the place was very slow and hampered, and it was at last proposed that 


some one or two of us should visit the place, find out accurately whet: 
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the state of the people was, and inaugurate efficient means to reach 


them with such aid as we could send. We all had rather pressing duties 
in connection with the schools, but felt that some sacrifice of other 
interests was demanded by the requirements of this relief work. Miss 
Gage was rather desirous of being one of the party, but finally per- 
ceived that her going would bring too heavy a strain of care and sorrw 
upon Miss Willard, who is for the time bearing some of the burdens of 
the missionary work, and who has been very deeply stricken by the death 
of Miss King. It was finally concluded that Mr.White and I should be 
the delegation, and we started on Wednesday,the 4th.inst. We took our 
spring wagou and our own horses,which made the actual labor of travel- 
ing a pleasant excursion. We took along our Circassian satetema, ts 
guard and hostler, and were assigned by the government a mounted polie- 
man,also as guard. . . . . On reaching Amasia we found more than 
swe expected of suppressed excitement,timidity and apprehension. This 
is partly the normal result of the circumstances, but doubtless is in 
part also the effect of intentionalagitation and manipulation on the 
part of extreme national partisans. Oe of the most reliable of our 


brethren from Zille was there,in Amasia,and we learned through him of 


affairs in Zille. We then came across some rather curious develop- 


ments of prejudice and timidity. The natural avidity with which aly 
available money is usually seized upon, seemed to have given place to 
a crushing fear of some evil consequence which might follow receiving 
ald from outsiders. And there appeared to be at least three not very 


unreasonable grounds for such fear. In the first place,any show of 
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aid coming from outside would be likely to cause the immediate cutting 


off of the daily rations of bread which were being given out by the 
governnent. Secondly, experience led them to believe that if tax col 
lectors should get hold of the fact of any of them having in hand any 
sums of money,they would immediately pounce upon them for payment of 

| pack taxes,which are chronically overdue. And thirdly, if the rabble 
@that cleaned them out,and left them absolutely nothing between them aid 
Mmthe. “round, should know of their possessing anything again, it might set 
| them up to the idea of getting that away from then too | An additional 
: risk to the persons who had the duty of distributing the money is the 
Bsuspicion which immediately fastens upon them of having and disbursing

purposes. This alone has made it very difficult in some places to get 
Bsuitable persons to distribute the relief. This is not mere imaginatm 
Sfor we know actual cases where men have been imprisoned on that charge 


hile distributing these very relief funds. These difficulties have 


impeded but have not prevented our reaching the suffering wretches, and 


Bthey have most touchingly expressed their gratitude for the gifts, and 


or the cautiws way in which we have sent then. 

When our plan for visiting 2Zille was broached, we found the same 
Mind of doubt and timidity. Most of our Amasia brethren thought such 
| BD Visit would do more harm than good, and the Zille brotaapheed tated 
some, but finally said that if we would not let it be known that we had

On 


he strength of this amount of encouragement,we proceeded to interview

ceived us with great courtesy, and when we mentioned our desire for his 

authorization to our plan to visit Zille he assented and promised to 

4 furnish us a guard &c. But there was something in his tone that showed 

that he did not approve of it, and this soon came out in conversation.

“You have come to know me as a true friend. As a friend I advise you 

: not to go to Zille.* uke explained by describing the people of Zille 

; as wholly unreliable and barbarous, and while he assured us that we 

: had nothing to fear personally for our selves, he expressed anxiety 


lest some disturbance might occur and be associated with our visit,to 


@the prejudice of our good name and of those whom we wished to benefit. 


MAs the call for our visit was not imperative,tlis advice, combined with 


mwe proceeded to make arrangements for the weekly traismission to that 
place of a supply of clothing, bedding, shoes, &c. beside limited sums 


mof money for the purchase of coal and wood,etc. for the suffering .For- 


paring the needed articles to send,we were able to give employment to 
some persons in Amasia who had been left on the verge of starvation by 
hese same disasters, and thus help them to help themselves. 


Having now a little more leisure to attend to things in Amasia,we 


helmed with a mass of tragic narratives of the massacres. We Feurd 


mthe views of our brethren,decided us to give up our trip to Zille, and 


@tunately we have able and reliable men there who wisely and impartially 


mdistribute whatever we send. In the process of manufacturing and pre 


iad extended conversations with a number of individuals, and were over 


.eard the praises of Bekir Pasha Sung on every hand, as he is considered 
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he one man who saved Amasia from further and untold horrors. The town 


»f Amasia had hence got the name of being the safest place in this re- 
sion, and to it were flocking refugees from other places around. Many 
amilies had fled there from Zille, from the unceasingly repeated thref- 
pnings of a repetition of the November tragedy. Thirty families were 
here from Vezir Keupru on the same score. As many families perhaps hal 
fled fromthe same place to Masovan,and as many more to Samsoun, leaving 
robably less than half of the surviving Armenian families in Vezir-Ka- 
ru, and those for the most part so poor that they could not get away. 
MAt the same time a number of persons from Amasia also are running away 
o Samsoun and elsewhere,on the same grounds. The pastor of the Pro- 
estant church there has left, nominally for a visit of a few weeks in 
q Samsoun, taking his family with him, but I doubt if he returns unless 

| a very much more reliable state of things is established in this regim. 
| may add here that this inclination to escape, like rats out of a sirke- 
Ing ship, has affected Marsovan also quite considerably. It began sore 
eeks ago among certain young men who were under suspicion of being 
connected with revolution, but they were followed by meny others, and 

’ now several of our own most prominent men have found it necessary to 
isit other parts. It would seem that the government has thought best 


O wink at this, else they could not get away so easily. Where they 


Bll go, and what they are going to settle down to, I am sure I dont krow. 


Our conversation in Amasia was all on one Subject, and it was in vain 
to try to interest any one in any other topic, or to secure more than 


&® passing assent to moral and religious reflections based on this all- 


absorbing theme. My ears still ring and my visions are haunted with 
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the terrible scenes which were so graphically described. One young 


man from Zille,especially, made a most dramatic representation, while 
himself perfectly simple and unconscious. He was until this storm 
struck him a respected and successful merchant. Now his tattered clotkes 
disheveled hair and wushitis peard, together with his wild-looking eye 


Band unstudied gestures, all added to the intense earnestness of his ex 


cited utterances, making a realistic effect which I can never forget. 


: The iron has burned into their soul, and they are beside themselves 


. ith grief and hopeless horror. It is very hard to do anything for then, 


Some of our friends,especially outsiders,that is not permanent 
Mresidents in Amasia, urged our staying over the Sabbath,and proposed 
to open the chapel,which has been closed ever since the massacre, and 
we expressed a willingness to do so.

emphatically the absolute necessity of some adequate provision for it.

The relief to those who were burdened with the care of the sick is be- 
yond expression. As the Doctor is yet without the language it is ne- 
eessary of course that some one help him in his treatment of cases,es 
pecially those that come in from outside of our premises, and at some 
tines it has seemed as if both the doctor and his assistants were goi 
to be swainped with work, but we are trying to put on the brakes a lit- 
tle, and we hope to keep the doctor himself from breaking down with 
over-work. He has been very successful in the cases he has treated, 
and it doesn’t take long in this country to raise a reputation,so that 
crowdS pour in aS soon as an opportunity is given at the dispensary. 
The little hospital started by Miss Taylor has been slightly enlarged 
aiid improved, and all — available beds are full. One case there wiith 
interests us all very much is that of a man who has served us long and 
very faithfully as steward of the College and Girls’ School. He is vey ° 
low,and his life has several times been despaired of,but he has revival 
li. 2 wonderful way. I fear however that his days of active service in 
this world are over. But I ought not to weary you with these details.

My Dear Sir, 
We have good reason to suppose that 
Dr.Judson Smith is absent from Boston, on his trip to China. de has 
suggested that we should iiehthine to address him with the assurance 
that some one of your number will receive and attend to our communica- 
tions. This might answer, but it seems pleasanter to me to address 
an actual person,rather than a mere office. I do not know that the 
burden of our affairs will be laid on you,individually, during his ab- 
sence, but knowing your special interest in the work in this country, 
and feeling more personally acquainted with you than with Dr.Daniels, 
I have ventured to address you at this time. Please do not allow 
this unnecessarily to add to your burdens. If the correspondence is 


assigned to some one else, just pass this over to go in with the rest. 


Indeed I have nothing to present which need demand an immediate resporse 


unless it be to follow up one or two points on which I have already 
corresponded with Dr.Smith. If I were writing to him 1 should begin 
by acknowledging two letters which I have not thus far distinctly an- 
swered. I do not know that you will be interested even in the mention 
of them, Their dates are Oct .22.and Dec.27. The former I have replidi 


to - - -yes, and the latter is in answer to mine of Dec.¢. I beg your

I need not repeat what I said to Dr.Smith in the letter referred | 


to above, in regard to the forced contribution levied by the American | 


Board on its already pinched and hard working missionaries. It is a 
sad day for that venerable institution when it stoops to such an unjust 
and illiberal measure, and I am sure those who are responsible for the : 


legislation will come , either in good time or else when it is too late, 


to wish to alter their position. And unless some wiser policy is ad- 
opted it seems clear to me that this will mark the begiining of the 
running down of our beloved Board. On this matter I have two remarks 


to make: The first looks toward a suggestion for a better policy. In 


ty note to Dr.Smith I suggested the recall of one out of ten of the 1 7 
Missionaries now in the field, and 1 offered to be the first one to 


head the list. I do not at all withdraw from that suggestion, but it 


has been suggested to me that it would be better to drop a whole Mis- : 


Slon than to further weaken all, and I am very ready to pass the sug- 
gestion along. Sixteen per cent. of the receipts of the Board are ex 


pended on the Western Turkey Mission. Let the American Board announce I 


that it is compelled for economy’s sake to abandon this field, and let ben 
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it enter into negociations with other Societies, - say with the London 
Missionary Society, or with any other Evangelical body, - for the tras 
fer of the entire work within those bounds. Some societies would make 
it possible and desirable for some of the experienced missionaries to 
continue their work, giving their allegience to the new society. If it 
should pass to others, as to the Church Missionary Society, or to a Ba 


tist body, it would be necessary to change the personnel of the Missim 


throughout. But let this be so. Let the American Board take in what 


sail she cannot carry, and manage the rest with vigor, and let a new 
interest be started in some other society by entering on @ new and pro 


nising field,with a work already well started. Of course these thovts 


have occurred to others. I merely wish that they should not be dis- 


nissed without fair and free discussion. The present status is bad. 


My other remark is in regard to the individual application of this 
tax, I know that by talking on this subject as I have done I have laid 


myself open to the suspicion of having been touched at a sore point 


when my pocket was tackled. I suppose it is perhaps impossible for me 


to escape this misunderstanding, incorrect and unpleasant as it is,and 
I must simply set it aside.

This we duly presented to our supporters in 
Boston, and the Prudential Committee officially and repeatedly author- 
ized us to secure such a man just as soon as we could find the right 
person. When we began to think of Mr.Xenides for this post we corres- 
ponded with Dr.Smith on the subject. de heartily entered into the mat- 
ter and advised our pushing it on. We did so, and made an arrangement 
with Mr .Xenides to come here, his traveling expenses and salary for 
the first year all to be covered by the sum of £T 100. After he had 
started on his way here,the Prudential Committee sent a telegram to Mr. 
Peet, saying,that they could not assume the support of Mr.Xenides at 
Marsovan | Of course we paid no attention to this, and have never 
mentioned the fact to Mr.Xenides,who is faithfully and successfully at 
work with our Theological class. Further snuiteneatanniie with Dr.Smith

The three letters I have referred to are dated respectively Feb.W., 
March 16. and Apr.6. and I am indeed very grateful to you for them all, 


and especially for the very kind sympathy which quivers in every line. 


On receiving the first I did more or less consciously set it aside for 


a while in hope of soon receiving another from you in reply to what I 


had written to you at about the same time that you wrote. I should 


have done much better if I had answered at once. Your second, which 
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I was thus expecting, came.just at the beginning of an unusual vortex 
of accumulated occurrences and occupations that has just closed as I 
‘now receive your third letter; the acknowledgement of which I could no 
in any case defer for a moment. The extraordinary combination of en- 
cagements which crowded out correspondence almost entirely during the 
last three weeks, had to do principally with two important events: the 
closing of the term of our Theological Class on the 28th of April, and 
the departure of Mr .White and his family, on the 29th. . 1 had two 
daily lessons with the Theological Class, which I had - press with spe- 
cial vigor as they neared the time of examination, and at the same tine 
I was assuming new lessons in the College, and weightiest of all,1 was 
entering upon the duties of treasurer, both of the station and of the 
College, a burden which Mr.White has ably borne, and which I was very 
loth to assume, but which I suppose I must grapple with for the year 
till he can return. I mention these facts not so much to make apolog 
for delay in writiig to you, as that you may know just what is going 
On here, and be reminded that while we do not bear the burden of the 
Missions all over the world,as you‘have to, yet in our narrower sphere 
we find quite enough to keep us busy. We feel a special sympathy with 
you in the difficulty of sparing an active and responsible associate, 
even for a short furlough, and of course it increases our burdens, es- 
pecially as our work is constantly and uncontrollably widening. 


But vefore I say anything more of affairs right here, I must make 


distinct reply to the letters I have acknowledged. I thank you again 


for the forbearing considerate and sympathetic tone of them all . Your

oresentation of the difficulties and limitations of the Prudential 


Committee I can understand and appreciate. Despite the vigor with which 


we sometimes feel impelled to assail some of their positions, we cer- 
tainly do all of us most thoroughly appreciate the unselfish labors of 
that able body of men, and we constantly remember them and you all in 
our prayers, especially on Tuesday afternoons. Your last letter 
cives us the welcome news of the decision of the Committee to grant us 
the needed special appropriation for the balance of the salary of Mr. 
kenides. For this we are very grateful, and we think it is exactly 
the right thing, and hope the Gommittee may never have occasion to 
regret their action. In the wording of the communication I imagine l 
can detect a trace of feeling as if I had been severe in ny remarks 
on the subject. I have often thought again of the letters 1 wrote on 
the subject, and wondered if they were calculated to give pain. I do 
not think I have any occasion to regret the statement of facts as they 
actually were, but it is quite possible that my intense interest in tle 
natter may have betrayed me into the use of a tone of language which 
hight better have been moderated. : If so I hope you will take a chari- 
table view of it and pardon me if I said anything I ought not | This 
relief is very timely and very immch needed, and I am sure it will prov 
a profitable expenditure. One of the burdens we have been carrying es 
the Theological term was coming to @ close was the question how we were 
to provide for the payment of a suitable stipend to the five men in 


that class during the vacation, in order to enable them to continue in 


active Christian work in some of our out-stations. While this new ap 
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propriation does not provide directly for this need, yet by removing 
the need for a special provision in the one case it leaves us more fre 


to utilize some possible resources for the other purpose. Before Dr. 


Smith left Boston he wrote us of one or two special donations for the 
supply of the need in the case of Mr.Xenides. These I suppose will go 
to diminish the sum to be drawn directly from the general treasury for 
this purpose, and so make it a lighter burden than the Committee knew 
when they passed their vote. 

I must not take much more time today to tell — of things here 
in general. Our Theological Class passed creditable examinations, and 
have gone to five important points to serve as preachers during their 
recess till September. They are men of very hopeful promise. 

Mr White left us on Friday morning, Apr.29. with his family, for 
his visit to the United States. Miss Brewer of Sivas went in his com- 
pany. This gave us a little visit not only from her but from Mr.Hub- 
bard who came to accompany her. You have doubtless recently heard 
from Mr.White,of his plans, and will hear from him while on his journy 
and I hope you may have an opportunity to see him before he goes West. 

We have been having,with the changeable weather of Spring, an epi- 
demic of influenza in a light form, It has affected many of our pupils 
and some members of our missionary circle. But the convalescents are 
Picking up now and the weather will soon help them,though it is still

finishing off a temporary hospital building about ninety feet long by

Rev.dJudson Smith, D.D. Sec.A.B.C.F.M. BOSTON, 
My Dear Dr.Smith, 
We have just read the accounts of the 


Board’s Meeting, and are very thankful for the many encouraglig and 


hopeful elements in it. I am very glad that Mr.White was there, and 
that he made an impressive presentation of things in Marsovan., This 
makes up for the total failure of our station to send you any Annual 


Report this year. I suppose this failure may be laid at my door, as I 


was appointed to write it. But the omission was not intentional, nor 


exactly from negligence. Our annual reports are always associated with 


our Annual Meetings. This year the question was propounded to us whe- 


ther we should or should not have an annual meeting, and we voted em- 


Dhatically in the affirmative, but it was decided adversely, mainly on 


CA, account of the lack of funds. Afterwards, when the Prudential Comnit- 


tee generously supplied that lack,the decision was not reversed, and w 


lad no meeting. This incident furnished an occasion for delay in the 
preparation of our report, and then came the rush of the close of our 
tern. Of course the report should have been written during the vaca- 
tlon, but through all that vacation I did not succeed in catching up © 
With back routine work, and the fact is I have not caught up yet. The 
truth is, My Dear Dr.Smith, we have accumulated an immensely enlarged 
“ork here, and our numbers are reduced, and it is a constant struggle 


to keep up with the absolute demands that daily present themselves .For 


Months I have almost entirely suspended my weekly letter to my own dew 
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children away across the sea, and letters of ordinary friendship have 
long since ceased to go, and hence of course have ceased to come | 

I did not start out to make complaint about the multiplicity of our 
purdens, but really it is a subject of much care and anxiety to us. In 
the not at all impossible contingency of the removal or disability of 
any one of us, it is a painful problem what would become of the work 
in hand, I have hoped to ask for a furlough for next year, and all 
my associates know how seriously I am in need of it both physically 
and morally, to say nothing of my wife’s health, But it is a hard ques 
tion how we are to provide for all that ought to be done even if Mr, 
White gets back. It may occur to you that we have recently had re- 
enforcements, We are very thankful for these, but they are for the 
most’ part engaged in departments, which,useful as they are,do not re- 
lieve the pressure in the older work. The doctor’s coming has been an 
unspeakable blessing to us and to multitudes of others, and his wife 
doubles his usefulness, and the new nurse we have from England is most 
satisfactorily filling her position. But their work in Dispensary and 
Hospital does not diminish,but rather increases the labors which had 
to be performed before. I on sorry to add that Mr.Charles Tracy has 
been unable, on account of ill health, to do a stroke of work since 


this term began in September, and all his lessons hawe had to be other 


wise provided for. He is still quite feeble, though I hope on the mem, 


you will very likely by this time be ready to ask me what I would sug- 


gest as a relief, and I am free to confess that I do not know what to 


reply. We have been somewhat slow to seek the appointment to our sta- 
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tion of a new missionary, though in view of the death of Mr.Smith we 
might be thought to have the right to claim it. The reasons for our 
abstaining from doing so have been in part the shrinking we felt from 
increasing in any way the burdens of the Board’s Treasury, and in part 
a lingering hope of getting back sometime our associate Dr.Herrick. 

We sometimes think the wisest way in which we could relieve the strain 
on our working force would be to seek a suitable man to occupy the po- 
sition of business agent to our station,- to take the treasury, and 
the large mass of secular business which now takes much of the time of 
an ordained missionary. But where can we find just the man we need | 

Connected with this matter of the supply of the needs of our sta- 
tion, is the matter of Miss Cull’s being invited to come here for a 
year. 4 do not know how much was written to you on the subject, but I 
am sure an would not withhold your approval when you are acquainted 
with all the circumstances, and I doubt not you have readily acquiesced 
in it as it is. The absence of Miss Gage seemed to imperatively demani 
something of the kind, and Miss Cull’s circumstances seemed eminently 
to favor it, and I think it is proving an excellent arrange ment. 

But I must cease ciiidaiih ions among other subjects, and come to the 
real original purpose of this letter. That is a matter connected with 
the administration of the College, and we ask that you will kindly pre 
sent it to the gentlemen constituting the Prudential Committee, when 
at some time you ask them for a moment to assume the attitude of Trus- _

My Dear Dr.Smith, 


During my recent absence fra 
Marsovan I wrote you a very unsatisfactory sort of a letter, stretched 
over a good deal of territory, and finally despatched from Samsoun. L 
hope you were charitable enough to excuse the form, aud supply the la- 
cunae of that commnication, On my return 1 found awaiting me your 
favors of Dec.1S. and 29. I am very sorry that wy circwastances sine 
have forbidden my replying as I wished to do. Even to Dr.Bartoun’s 
questions, I have not yet got off ALY auiswers. They are not easy to. 
wuiswer, but I hope to get off something by the same mail that takes this, 

Your letter of Dec.29. brings up several matters of the gravest 
liportance, to which I am glad of this opportunity to allude. 

We were very sorry to hear of your illness after your return from 
your long and important journey. I hope you have wholly recovered , 
and may not suffer any permanent ill results from the trip. 

In replying to the three principal paragraphs of your letter, I 
Shall take the liberty of reversing their order. 

First, in regard to my son Charles: I1 am happy to say that in his 
plans and intentions with respect to the missionary work, and his own 
duty and hopes, he is all that you could wish, and will doubtless in 


due time put himself into direct communication with you on the subject. 


you may possibly be under a misapprehension with regard to the time when 
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ne is to finish his theological course. He is yet in the middle of 


his second year, and will not be ready for appointment before May,1900. | 


ie is quite mature, and has already made himself more or less prominent 
in speaking in public on Missions, and it would not be surprising if | 
some had got the impression that he was nearly through his Seminary 
course, . When the time comes, I think it will be his choice to apply | 
to the American Board for appointment as a missionary, and that he will 

express himself perfectly willing to leave the matter of his location | 


to the officers of the Board. Still it is no secret that he-is parti- 


cularly interested in the Western Turkey Mission, and still more parti- | 
cularly in the work amon; the Greeks. I trust Providence may make it 
quite clear where he should go. 

Secondly: with regard to Frof.Margot. We are grateful to the Tt 
Trustees for the action ian in accordaice with our suggestion, ap- 
pointing him full trofessor. I1 am sure he will do honor to the posi- 
tion, You allude to some doubt on the part of members of the Board 
of Trustees as to the need for instruction in French in our College. 
You will perhaps remember that it was introduced at first as an optio- 
nal study, with an extra charge, and only gradually worked itself in 
to the regular course. I was myself one of the last to consent to this 
innovation, but I became convinced that it was inevitable. It is not 
merely a concession to the uniform, and persistent demand of our patrons, 
ub 1t seems clearly and reasonably demanded to complete the symmetry 


of the course of preparation of young men who are going out into the 


Community as it is at present constituted in this country. You allude 
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to a palpable falling off in the *standing and use of the French lan- 
muage in the Empire." I do not know whether this judgment is based 
on reliable statistics, but it does not correspond with my observation 
It is very probably a fact in Egypt, aud if the British government had 
kept up their system of Consuls in Asia Minor, and had added to it an 
active Protectorate, or even a system of colonization, a Similar traus 
fer of allegiance from the French language to the English mignt very 
likely have taken place. But Exgland has apparently withdrawn from 
Asia Minor, aud England is not popular in Constantinople. The French 
language is the universal medium of international diplomatic relations. 
Any Turkish official document that has to pass outside of the Turkish 
language is translated into French, and only into French, Fractically 
the same is true ih commercial affairs, and isi the ordinary interchange 
of civilities between strangers. I presume it is not exaggeration to 
say that in Constantinople and Asia Minor there are five hundred per- 
sons who know French to every one who knows English. French is taught 
in all the higher schools of the country, native aid foreign, (unless 
tnere be an exception or two in our owi sehools,) aid a knowledge of 
it is very generally neld to be an essential mark of the educated mali. 
For us, then, to refuse that language a place in our curriculum would 
be to remand our graduates to au inferior position among those who 
claim to be educated, and to deprive taem of many privileges and op- 


portunities to which they have a rightful claim. dow far it is essen- 


tial or will be practically useful to those who actually enter the mi- 


istry, it is perhaps not easy to say, but we mave allowed our College 
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course so to shape itself as to cover a mich wider range of students 
than those directly seeking the ministry. This seems to us demanded 
by the circumstances and the true elements of the educational problem 
in this region. Those who are to be teachers will find a knowledge 
of French a very valuable, and in some cases indispeisable part of 
their equipment. I have spoken thus fully on this point because it 
is one On which we have been compelled to think carefully, and we wait 
all our friends to know exactly where we stand. 

The other topic alluded to in your letter is by far the more im- 
portant, and one on which we have just now been thinking and talkiiy; 
of Providence, may lead to very important results. I refer to the 
of our having additional ordaisied missionary commected with 
our station. In former letters, since the death of Mr.Smith, you have 
several times alluded to it in the kindest and most eicouraging terms, 
and I think you have been perhaps surprised at the slowness of our re- 
sponse. There have been reasous for our slowness, but I thisik we have 
let them influence ts too far. We find ourselves now ‘confronted by a 
Situation," which might perhaps have been obviated or modified if we 
hat pressed our claims as we now propose to do. The situation is not 
& novel one, nor rare. It is as old at least as the days of the Apa 
tles. The harvest is great and the laborers are few. Setting aside 
iow all question of the ladies and their special work, and the doctor

We are profoundly 
srateful for the splendid corps of native colaborers who 40 the bulk 
of the teaching in our large educational institutions, and our ladies 
ere bravely and successfully carrying on euterprises which might natu- 
rally be supposed to be men’s work. Yet with all this relief the bur

dens that mist rest on the men’s shoulders are not light. It is hard 


ly necessary to enumerate the lines of work which occupy our time,our 


thoughts and our prayers. They are familiar to all. There is first 


| 
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the direct evangelistic work, the supervision of the whole field, with 
its five churches, and nineteen out-statious, i> their need of sym- 
pathy, coun@@l and guidance, and help in their difficulties over schod 
and ehureh buildings,&c.&c. Then there is the Theological Seminary,in 
whieh we have just now only one class, but that must have at least 
three daily lessous, and those,lessouns which take thought, study and 
responsibility, I am glad to take this opportunity to testify to the 
very valuable assistance in this line of the Rev.John P.XAenides, His 
maturity of judgment, devotion of spirit, and success in teaching are 
truly remarkable in a man of his years and opportunities. But we have 
been obliged to give our consent to his taking the coming school year 
in Athens, for the cultivation of his Greek, and we are at a loss to 
nake an adequate plan for supplying his place in instruction. 

Thirdly there is the College, with its Faculty numbering fifteeii, 
and students two hundred and fifty, with its immeiuse comnissariat,in- 
Volving the expenditure of thousands and thousaids of dollars, and the 
collection of dues from pupils, with its Self-Help Department, workx- 
shops, bindery,&c.&c. And no small amount of energy aid soul struggle 
Joes into the Sunday services, Bible classes with all the pupils, and 
three regular preachiisg services. In this we have good assistance,but 
the initiative and supervision rests with us.

We find ourselves every day usisg up all the 


force we have, without any reserve for emergencies, and without cover-

Station are heartily unanimous, and I think our native friends, tho’ 
naturally inclined to look askance at enlargement of missionary force, 
while expenditure through native channels is so restricted, would yet 
under existing circumstances,warmly endorse our application. We have 
just received letters from Mr.and Mrs.White, urgently pressing exactly 
this step, and we are glad you have them at hand to confer with in the 
whole matter. Of course one element in our tardiness in presenting 
this palpable claim has been our natural shrinking from adding a fea- 
ther’s weight to the neavily taxed treasury of the Board, but we are 
convinced that this is a case which in privilege and precedence should 
outrank a great many acknowledged demands upon the Board’s straitened 
resources. It appalls us to thismk what the result would be if eitier 
one of us HOW On the ground should be laid aside, aud we believe our 
constituency at home would be unwilling to have us work so close up to 
our pogsible margin.

With no visible force to orotect our sitizens [ who in the 
interior of Asia Minor outnumber the residents tnere of all other Christian nations 
combined ] you need not be reninied how dangerous is this oosition. 
The Turks have not forgotten their recent loss of territory, and the eliet 
Fis quite as prevalent among them as with Missionaries, that the teachings of the A- 
‘Meri:ian Missionary and educator scered state autonomy for Bulgaria. Theg naturally 
Ibelieve that our peoole are working to secure a like destiny for their brethren 
in Asia Minor. 
The publication of F.A.Greene’s book, made from letters furnished by 
resident in Asia Minor, informed the Turks that our people were the - 
active agents in exposing Armenean atrocities. TI had scarcely informed the 


Porte that our Messionaries were not responsible for Mr. Greene’s course, when the 


Turks discovered the type-written ,etter on linen, wrapped around the body of an 
Armenian, and directed to one of the Commission, warning him against a witness for 
the Turkish Government. Your attention was not invited to that letter as being in- 
prudent, until it was paraded at the Porte with much feei#ag to my dragoman, as 
evidence of Missionary interference. 

Mr. Knapp had the rignt to send that letter; it was prompted by a2 noble 
Makkxa impulse, whicn regardless of self reached out to benefit numanity. I shall 
‘defend it if need be as an act in the interest of trsth and justice ; but I still 
'pegard it as imprudent, for its discovery revealed an American Missionary as the 


joutside assistant of the investigating commission. 


It was also the rignt of Mr. Greene to publish his book; bot its first 


jchapter, which practically reveals Missionaries as authority for facts, was hard- 


ly prudent or Just to their wives and children who are helpless.

property Lau not vel been transferred to tiie Anericans,and,as a builda- 
ing-permit 1S always in the name of the owner of the propertyv,il was 
in his name.This friend is the College uoector.In all these transac- 
tions the Americans were principals, the coctor was agent, though not 
Ostensiblv,at the time.The lanu was reallv purchased bv and for the 
Anericans, and this was known, ana is proved as follows. 

1 . By Lie fact that it was walléd in witt the rest of a 

premises,soon after purchase, ana brat without objection.This removal 


of the bounuary line shows,possession,at least in that country. 


2 bv the fact that all the material for the bullaing was orought 
through the American premises,or stored Lhereon,ana all tie expense 
of -builaing paiu by the Awericans. 

3.Especiallv by the fact that the Turkish covernment, in paving in- 
demnitv to thie Anerieans for damage uone to thesé prémisés,has ac- 
knowledged their ownership by the rovernment would not 


stultifv itsself bv indemnifving us f°r damage cone to somebodv else. 
If the saia lot has not vet been recoré@ed in the name of the 


American owner,it is,no coubt,because the disturbeu condition of af- 


fairs at Marsovan has deélaved ti.e completion of the transaction. 


As to the matter of a firman for the College,I have Lada. no 


experience in Turkish technicalities in the matter of charters of this 
kind.I have some thougi.ts.

cials here.Thev inform me that the present law requires, in every such 
fease,a pledge from the foreigner that he will not build a chureh or a 
school on such lot.Now,we propose to rebuild the burned structure for 
the Girls School,and we tell the authorities so.For that the indemnity 
as paid,and for that the promise of permission was given to our fove 
rnment .Yet we are here required to give 2 plddge. not to erect such a 
uilding; otherwise,thev refuse to transfer the property .We tell the 
officials that these are the very conditions of the settlement.Thev 
reply; "Very likely vou are right,but no such notice has been sent us, 
And we are obliged to conform to the law,as in other cases,unless spe- 
lal instruction is given us from Constantinople."This is our anoma- 
ous position;we may ih ask for permit to build,til] the property is 
ransferred,and the property will not be trandferred without a pledge 
from us not to build!

If we are hindered in this wav,what can be expected but a demand 
for heavy additional damages?Desiring tO avold all aopearance of ma- 
king gain out of misfortune,welaid the damage at fivehuncred 1iras, 
barely enough to cover the actual loss in material and work.If we hax 
asked a hundred times that amount,in reparation for Slanderous accusa-

Two notes of yours,one concerning your visit to O- 
berlin and your conference with our children,the other alluding to the 
possibility of appointment Of a man for our Theological department are 
received and have stirred my thoughts anew. 

As to the equipment of our station for its work,I had written 
you in March,speaking decidedly about the matter of a Theological pro- 
fessor,out the doctor question was not then decided, and members of the 
station feared lest the clamor for two men might frustrate the effort 
to obtain one even,I therefore postponed the letter.In view of what : 
you write.t will quoté somethings from my letter which was not sent, 

"The doctor will not supply our whole want .The indications are, 
that Pheological education is about to receive a new impetus here,I 
think we shall be able to receive a pretty good class in September, 
With four or more Greeks in it.I am not surethat we shall not have The- 
Ological students from Harpoot field.The missionary foree there is cer 
tainly so overworked as to preclude all idea of Theological education 
b€ing carried on.If they have candidates fwr the ministry, they might 
Just as well join our class.We are corresponding in regard to the mat- 
ter, 

"In any case,we hold fast to our original idea--our object is to 


bring forward evangelical laborers.We believe the time is near when

the call for tiniean will be loud.God has plowed the land with affliction, 
and now comes the sowing.I never felt so strongly as now the necessity 
of earnest work in the preparation of Christian laborers.We feel the 
dearth now.Every pious graduate of the College and of the Girls’ Board. 
ing School is wantedIf assistance to communities from America were not 
so nearly cut off more would be wanted. 

Brother Smith rested from his labors over a year ago,and there 
is no one to take his place.The importance of the Theological depart- 
ment is such as to demand the concentrated energy of a strong man, to 
make good the loss.We have often agitated the matter of the return of 
Dr.Herrick here,but there always seems to be found some insuperable © 
obstacle in the way,and Dr.Herrick is approaching sixty five years of 
age.But we should have a man $0 f11ll Brother Smith’s place. 

"It may seem an extraordinary demand which we make--a ph ysic ian 
and a Theological professor.But let it be remembered that, fifteen or 
more years ago,the Comnittee vei of our having five men here-at 
least in iis correspondence did, when tie dunacnsions cf the 
work bore no comparison with at they are now.I doubt whe ther our 
friends at home have any proper idea of the demands made upon us,or 
know how hard the men and women in Turkey are working. We do not com- 
plain;we are enthusiastic in the work,but we want help--a doctor for 
the College, and man for the Seminary,"

[I think permission to build a dwelling house can be easily ob teat 
ed.Such buildings are not seriously objected to,while any sort of pub- 
lic brilding,as : church,school,or orphanage is at once objected to. 
Now, something must be done.How shall it be done?Various propositions 
have been made--to ask an appropriation of 250 or 300 liras to build 


With--to propose to the Woman’ s Board to buy the girls’ orphanage,as 


or. some building,is lipely to be needed erelong,for the preparatory 
pirls.But the favorite plan seems to be the uSing of rents for this 
purpose.This is ~what we propose; 

First.Let the orphan fund pay five years advance rent for the 
sirl:? orphanage,making I50 liras, or fully half the amount required. 
Second:Let this sum be supplemented by usmg the rents of the oth- 


three missionary houses for about three years-perhaps somewhat less. 


In this way provision is made without the necg#ssity of asking any di-

It may be well if I inndtion a few things which you may not have in 
in mind.The house given up to the orphans is tne doubie nouse--very§ .

residence,and in an untavorable location for that purpose. 

ir. Riggs and family live ina part of what was formerly the Girls 
School,now the Home for youn-’er Preparatories. 

The house which we propose to build with rent,as ae ee 
aihesectin the property of the Board. 

Let me not forget to say that our little hospital bids fair to 
maintain itsself on its income.I might say that the wnole medical De- 
partment has a very hopeful look in that direction. The doctor’s fees 
for surgery and care of hospital patients amount to a good deal more 
than we expected. You will have ne cause to rerret having sent Dr,and 
wrs,Carrington here.It would rejoice all your nearts to see how our 
influence is enhanced by it. 

I hope you will see a document which I am: oon to send Dr.Barton on 
Our institutions here. 

Though we are pretty heavily-taxed people,weseem to eudure.I have 
oeen suffering from exhaustion,s0 that tne doctor forbad my working 
for about ten days,but I have come out,and gone into the turmoil again 

If possible,let us know soon what is the decision of the Commit- 
tee on the house-btilding plan.It is important that we be ready against 


the early spring,to begin the foundations.

nove alluded to iS not enough to build the house.'there Seems to be but 
One feasible way of puaidina the rest.We do not wish to at aidition» 
al appropriations.What we ask is this,that we may be permitted to use 
the rent of the other missionary houses to finish the new one.This a- | 
mounts +o about 40 or 45 liras a year net,after expense of repairs, tax- 
SS,water etc.As 190 additional is required to finish doctor’s 


house,I estimate thatthree or four years rent will suffice--not less

fs I am writing,!T wish to sav a word rerard to our sta- 
tion request to have a phn¥ysiclan appointed to this place. We too have 
lost by death, - Mr. Smith, wnose place has not been filled. When I 
caine IT was tne fifth man,. where now there are but three, Dr. Herrick 
having reimnoved. We are loaded with work and responsiolility to tne 
last degree.Qur schools, College, Theological, and for orphans, re- 
cure consvanse {t has been the principle elle v2 
two mé€n should be given the College. Tt 1s not too inuch to make an 
efficient christian institution, espeelally when native teachers have 
not dared for fear of revolutoonists to share in any ease of College 
discipline, and wher we haye to pul] the students through sceres of 
nob and massacre. Theological work is asice from this, and what duty 
can be more sacred or more imperative than tiat of raising up ministers ¢ 
There is touring needed tire field now, but we simply cannot release 


any inan to go ana do it. 


The statior has no reserve force. 
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For some years the native medical attendance we have, has 
peen growling more and more unsatisfactory, until it 1s past all] endu- 
rance. Reckoning that a lady physician could be supported on tne sal- 
ary of L.7% given the Dr. we @sked for a lady physician, and could 
probably have securéd Miss Cushman, but the Board refused to sénd an 
unmarried lady to Turkey. I eannot agree with that view: if it is not 
safe for missionaries in PUERs yee should withdraw, 1f 1t 1s safe for 
the missionaries, 1. e. right for them to stay, the dwindling numbers 
should be reinforced. 

Now if w€ can have a good /merican physician like Dr. Dodd 
of Cesarea, he will have a most useful door open before him as a med- 
ical missionary, he can meet the medical needs of the station now un- 
met, and péing one in the /inerican cirele he would help make a strong- 
er foreeé, so that more native help could be successfully employed. 
Then with tutors in the College we would get on well. As it is our 
Station 1s undermanned. I believe the friends at home and the offi- 
cers of the Boaru would be glad to supply us with one more /merican 
fainlly, viz. that of a ph yslelan, eould they know all the clreumstan- 
ces. If there is money to maintain American missionaries and not na- 
tive laborers, is it not the indication of Providence that the neti 
churehes are to ao more for themselves? We trust you at the Rooms 
will take the same view that we cdo here.

Dear Dr. Smith:- I send to-day the semi-annual 
statement of account to Mr. Peet. In it is a special charge of L.I7 20 
for rearding our premises. You remember perhaps that Similar though 
much larger charge was sent in at this time last year and allowed. The 
ladies of the W. B. M. were asked to pay one third of the amount, did 


sO, and have repeated their gift this year.This I7 20 is above I7 23 


that they have so kindly given. Similar charges in Dec. we distributed, 


and paid from the accounts of the various interests protected here. 
You understand our circumstances, It seems imperative to 


have a squad of soldiers on our premises. We must have a reliable per- 


son constantly at the gate. We must maintain a Mohammedan cavass. We 
have two night-watchmen, indispensable also. The quiet, steady, reli- 


able work done this year in our schools, in College, Girls’ School, 


and among the orphans, justifies the work done, and the methods, I think, 


But there is no adequate means available to us for meeting this ex- 

traordinary expense,- the price of continuing missionary labor in Tur- 
key under present circumstances, [ff the accounts are examined it will 
be found that L. 28.60 proceeds of house rent above expense of repairs 


are credited to the Mission Treasurer. 


On the 3" of this month, God gave us another little girl, to 
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whom we are giving her mother’s name, Esther. Both mother and child 


are doing exceedingly well, and ours is a happy household. A great 


part of the pleasure we realize from the little one,comes from seeing 


the delight of our three older children. 

I take this opportunity to mention a subject upon which I 
ain desirous of your counsel. It is just seven years since I closed my 
work as a pastor, and as soon thereafter as practicable came to this 
place and work. Some have proposed to us to seek permission for a fur- 
lough and visit to the U. S. before long,- say one year from now. Many 


of our friends in America have inquired when we thought of coming home, 


urging that the time be not greatly deferred. It is not our choice to 


co yet,- a man should not take a vacation till he has earned it, and 
I cannot feel that I have rendered any such service to the Board’s 
work in Turkey as to justify the expense of a trip home. We are both 
in good health, my wife and I, we love our work and we sacire nothing 
more than to continue while life lasts in prosecuting it. 

But an occasional vacation “_ a sine qua non af almost any 
fruitful effort, and at the gathering of the Missionary Boards in New 
York last winter, the opinion seemed to prevail that the first term of 
missionary service should wisely be shorter than later ones, and about 
seven years wiedine to be the average estimate for the first tern. I 


realize from the example of my father that breakdowns are not impossi- 


ble: his whole missionaly service was shorter than mine has been (TI 
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wish mine had been as fruitful) and he went home to stay, when he was 
younger than I am, He has struggled with ill-health ever since. In my 
Seminary studies at Hartford and Chicago, I was personally acquainted 
“—- Messrs Barton, English, Richardson, Greene and Krikorian, all of 
whom Soames "0 ais country to work, and I ain now the only one left. So 
far as health goes it seems to me wiser if possible to forestall break- 
downs, wiser if possible to make vacations somewhat more frequent and 


shorter than used to be the rule when traveling facilities were less. 


Mr. Riggs came out, last, before we did, but he does not wish 


to go to America in the near future he says. Various family consid- 


erations dpperate for their family staying in this land, while family 
considerations operate with us to draw us Westward. The death of Mrs. 
White’s father and mother since we came herereminds us that if we are 


to see my parents, who remain, in life, we must not presume upon too 


inuch time. 
My wife and I have reached no decision as to our own plan, 


but since the question of our going has been a matter of occasional 

remark in our station circle, as station plans, and movements of oth- 
ers also are naturally somewhat peer ae I write you this inquiry as 
to your advice, as to the principle of the Board in such a case, and 
how we can best promote in the long run the interests we gre here to 
serve, It is my hope, subject to the guidance of Providence, to labor 


in Turkey to the end of my days, though I often doubt my fitness fortit,

Dear Dr. Smith:- Your favor of Aug. 5th came duly 
to hand. The view that you take of the proposed increase in our s01- 
ary is gratifying. I believe the missionaries are at one in trying to 
live on an economical scale, and in trying to keep salaries from rising 


to high figures. But when an increase seems called’ by changed circum- 


A 
stances, it is a great pleasure to have the request met in SO cordial 
and generous a spirit. 

The same is true of our proposal to visit the U. S. after a. 
time. I feel sure there is no mere desire for pleasure,or to get an 
unearned rest,in our thoughts about the matter. My Father has lately 
counselled me to ask a furlough before long, and I rely very much on 
his judgement, for he is in a position to judge wisely. I am very 
loath to leave my work, even for such a visit. It is my only hope and 
aim in life to labor for the Kingdom of Christ in the service of our 
honored Board, and in thinking of a vacation, we desire to be guided 
only by the probabilities of the greatest good in the long run. 

Our vacation is just closing, and students are already flock= 


ing as doves to our windows to begin the new school year. I do not 


think $500 was ever paid on tuition two days before the term opened 


before. During the vacation my family spent some weeks at a mountain 
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side with great benefit to health. I was there a part of the time, 
with occasional visits to the city to keep up the ends of my work here. 
I had the pleasure of spending one Sabbath in the little outstation of 
Gunush, and holding there the Lord’s Supper for the first time in the 
history of the town. The five members of Christ’s visible body were 

| increased to six by the reception of one sister to the chureh. Another 
Sabbath I spent with Miss Willard in the outstation of Avkat. The 
preacher there is a man who ought never to have entered the sacred of- 
fice, so far as we can judge, and his efforts among the people, while 
not productive of any quarrel or outbreaking trouble, seem to be of 


the sort that makes his absenee more desirable than his service. Such 


facts are less dwelt upon than the more hopeful ones, as they should 
be, but they form an @lement and a Sad one in our work, It has been 
interesting to sow some seed on almost virgin soil at the monastery 


where we were vacating. Companies of some 50 could usually be gath- 


ered to listen to the Gospel each Sabbath, most of them unaccustomed 


to hearing that message. 


/ Dr. Tracy 1s expected with his son to-morrow; Dr. Carrington 
and family we suppose have reached Europe. The prospect is for the 
largest attendance we ever had in the schools. Work is abundant, but

It is seven, years last Oct. as you well know since we left 


Ameraca for our missionary work. My pastorate closed the swamer before. 


I am very grateful to the associates of my first years .that they shiel- 


ded us from just those dangers that sometimes break young missionaries 
down. In Hartford and Chicago Seminaries I was acquainted with Messrs. 
Barton, English,Greene,Richardson ,and Krikorian, all of whom with my- 
self came to this country, and I am the only one left. The example of 
iny father also reminds ime that nvesk itis are not impossible: his 
whole missionary service was shorter than mine has been (I wish mine 
had oveen as fruitful) and he went home broken down for life when he 
was younger than I am now. My own conviction is quite strong that in 
the long run all the likelihood of my rendering the best service I can 
to our beloved work, is on the supposition that I can go with my family 
for a vacation and renewal before long. A fresh man can do more and 


better work than a jaded one. It seems wiser if possible to forestall 
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what shorter than later ones. The death of Mrs. White’s father and 
mother since we left home admonishes us that if we are to see my par- 
ents who remain, we must not presume on too much time, 

With Mr. Harry Riggs and Charles Tracy as tutors, Mr. Xeni- 
des in the Theological department, Mr. Margot as French teacher, Dr. 
Carrington newly arrived, and all the native teachers and professors 
of recent years in their places, it seems as though one family could 
drop out as easily as that could ever be done. It is our hope to leave 
directly after Commencement this year, and return in as near one year 
thereafter as possible, though we may not be here again till the fall. 

If Mr. Riggs wished a furlough soon, by the right of turn he 
should be the one to ge. His hetlth has not been what it should of 
late, but he declines to consider leaving his Work at present, Family 
considerations operate in his home to keep them here, as they operate 
to draw us to America, He has however spoken of such a furlough to be 
taken some two or three years hence, and others of the station will 
need rest too in time. These things seem to bear in favor of our going 


now. 
I feel that some may think it too soon for us to ask a va- 


cation. No one should ask such a favor until he has earned it, and I 
cannot claim to have rendered such service as to justify the time and 
expense of a trip to America. But as I say, my conviction is that I 
can accomplish the most in the end in this way.

It was seven years ago last Oct. that we sailed from Ameri- 
ca. I am very erateful to the associates of our first years that they 
shielded us from those difficulties that sometimes break young mis- 
Slonaries down. My wife and myself are in fairly good health, and we 
have no other desire or aim in life than to labor in the service of 
' our loved and honored Board at Marsovan. We have shared with others 
the wearing and protracted days of political disturbance, and person- 
ally I had some of my most wearying work in taking up the treasury on 
tie sudden death of Mr. Smith. My conviction now is quite clear, that 
‘i. we can expect to be most useful in our missionary work only by taking 


a rest and change soon. Tnis opinion is sustained by those friends 


wiose Judgement I prize most, especially by my father who has his own 


experience as a misslopary and his interest as a Corporate Member of 
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the Board to influence hin, 
I.must confess to a great personal desire to see my parents, 
“now aged and infirm, and to take to themr home the three children that 


God has given us since we came away. 


It is more than seven years since a missionary family left 
this station for a visit to America. The Riggs family has been out now 
longer than mine, and all the rights of turn belong to them. They how- 
ever defiéne to think of leaving at present, while admitting a hope to 
do so in about two years. Family circumstances Operate with them to 
keep them here, as they operate with us to draw us to America. 

With all tie missionaries and native teachers of recent years 
in their places, witn Mr. Henry Riggs and Mr. Charles Tracy as tutors, 
with Mr. Xenides teaching in the Seminary and Mr. Margot tie Swiss 
French teacher just arrived, and with Carringtons newly added to the 
station, it seems as though our family might drop out as easily as at 
any time. Our station work has been acquiring tremendous momentum of 
late, and I dread the health report of various members of the cirele 
for the next few years. It seems to me the part of wisdom to forestall 
breakdowns ig possible. And it seems to me that perhaps the first pr- 
riod of missionary service may rightly be made somewhat shorter than 
subsequent ones need to pe. I am very loath to leave my work, loath to 
ask the Board to incur the loss of missionary time and the expense in- 


volved in such a trip. But it seems to me right to ask it, for my be- 


jief 1S [ can tuus accomplish tne most in tne long run. 
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When the action of the Prud. Com. is taken, will you please 


notify my father, Rev. G. H. White, Grinnell Lowa. 


I am sending by this mail the Annual Account to Mr, Peet. In

Muse wan GU accuunes, The footings of the cash book are more than 
$13 UUO and the foouings of moire ecb 
- have 1ssued more than 60 drafts and taken more than 70 drafts of oth- 
ers Our outstanding drafts are over $6000 in value. The accounts of 
Anatolia College, for which I eoeive and pay about $I 000 per month, 
are separate from and additional to those of the station, and so a 
the accounts of the relief work in weaving, in which I handle about 
$75 per week. Every item of account for 400 boarders passes through my 
hands. Even for their bread we buy wheat, have it ground, then it is 
paked on our premises,- and our schools have the best native bread in 
the city. 

I do not mention these things either to complain of them or 
to wisi them otnerwise. I enjoy such work, and would rather balance a 
leaqyer than play chess. I simply mention them to suggest the amount of 
time they require, and to remark how often I seem unable to do what I 
would like in more direct activity. I teach two classes, one in the 
Seminary and one in the College, preach and tour considerably. But the 
treasury with its business, its callers, its correspondence, and all 


its accounts, puts a heavy mortgage on all my time and strength.

Dear Dr. Smith:- Others may have written you of 
the ill-health from which our English nurse Miss Taylor has suffered 
during the year she has been with us. Some weeks ago her difficulties 
grew so acute that her friends were telegraphed, and they décided that 
ner Doctor brother should come here to care for her, and probably take 


her home . So when the telegram announcing his starting reached us, it 


was agreed that I should go to the coast to meet him. I left on Dec. 
50, thus loosing the last few days of the fall term of the schools, 
had the pleasure of sharing in some of the services of the Week of 
Paayer witn the Samsoon brethren, and reached here with Dr. Taylor Jan, 
7. He stood the hara journey 1n the snow and ice of bitter wthans wea- 
ther with British fortitude, and 1t 1s a great pleasure to have him in 


qcirete for a time. His sister is petter now. She has been a wonderful 


olessing to the sick,and greatly endeared herself to us all. 

After four days at home I left to spend tne remainder of the 
vacation in our outstation of Vezir Keopru, Prof. Hagopian from the 
College being my companion on the trip. I dreaded to visit that place, © 
and tried to find reason for going elsewhere, but Providence seemed to 
direct me there. The congregation is the largest in our field outside 
of Marsovan, but for several years has been in a rather cold and inert 


State. We had dally meetings while we were there, sharing about equal- 


ly in leading them. We also saw every man of the congregation either 


a 


in his place of pus@ness or his nouse. One good brother was added, to 
tue company of those who sat down togetner to tne table of our Lord, 
and one child was baptized. The school is probably vetter than tne 
place iias ever had before, witn 90 pupils, and as there is no minister 
the teacher conducts tne Sabbath services. Churehn and comaunity boards 
‘it four men each were elected, and we had more tinan one séssion wath 
tnem trying to ht ssi Ways of useful working togetuer tor the pro- 
motion of the interests of nis kingdom of Christ in that city. 

But every discussion of needs pointed to the great need of a 
Food preacher, and we soon gave ourselves to the task of trying to 
rais€ a subseription, hoping thet a young man now in Sivas may be en- 
gaged. Two years ago the Christian population of the city were bereft 
of almost all their worldly possessions, and as a people they have not 
peen notec for ample giving, but we had some suecess,- more than any 
one ot them anticlpatédsin getting subseriptions, and a sum was raised 
On the vasSils Of which I hope we can meet bike with some help from the 
Boaru, and secure the services of a faitnful minister there. For some 
years the Board has given them nothing. 

I was much impressed vith the hopefulness of the fleld as a 
place ior ecnristlan work. The congregation is large, the people recep- 
tive, the homes are all open, and the Gregorians have very little of 
the prejudice that hinders work for them 1n many places. Man y seem to 
oe true christians, they know how to pray, how to speak in prayer-meet= 
ings,know a good deal of the Word of God. The whole congregation has 


peen loaded with the faults of leading but worldly men, faults which 
they deplore but cannot eradicate. A new generation may be much better,

I am amazed also at the recuperative power shown by the Ar- 
ienians since the massacre. In Vezir Keopru 62 men were killed,- not a 
woman or child among them. This number means one for every third house 
in tie city. Formerly the Armenians owned property, say vineyards, and 
employed Turks to labor in them. It was the purpose of the Turks to 
reverse their positions, themselves to be Whe masters and to force the 
Armenians to labor for them. — have not gained a step in this direc- 
tion. Not more than one or two families can be said to have disintegra- 
ted, not more than one or two have moved away. The rest live in their 
former houses, bare now, but to be refitted little by little. The bold- 
est have almost made good their lossés; most are doing business on a 
smaller seale, with such scraps and leavines as they could gather up; 
a few are in very humble occupations, but one by one they will rise, 
as néw work op€éns or as their brains devise something new. 

Two theologues also return with joy from the villages where 
they went to labor in the vacation. One was a guest in the home of a 
Greek priest, whither he was invited by the song of the priest, a stu- 
dent in the College. He preached in the Greek Orthodox church of the 
place, and laboreu personslas anong the people day by day. There are 
ho more than one or two Protestants among them, but the theologue feels 
that it 1s very hopeful ground for sowing Gospel seed, anu he would 
like to accept their invitation to return there to labor during the 
long summer vacation. But I do not know of. any money with which to sup = 
port him there. The harvest is great, pray that the Lord of the har- 


vest may senda forth more laborers into his harvest.

When their term closes in 
May, I shall ve released from one. important branch of duty. And Mr. 
Kiges wlli be even more ligiiteneéd, and Says né 1s preparea to take up 
tie treasury then, so that while there 1s always work enouga to do, ' 
I wo not seém to ve specially required to spend the last two months of 
the College year here. 

Further, while I ain not authorized to speak for Mr. Riggs, 
except as our concerns affect each other, it is his generaf purpose 
anu tiat OL nis wife, to ask to visit America in the summer of ’99, 
anu tiis sefs an important peg as to the time of our return. We ought 
to be here when the fall tern of the schools opens in +9607! $77, suppose 
we Siiall ve in line with the most ana the oest advice if we time our 
visit so as to have a full year in America, and may now plan to leave 
in May insteau of July, as I wrote you was our hope when I asked you 
Lo present our request for leave. I do not imagine separate action of 
tue Prad. Com. will be necessary on the question of an earlier depar- 
ture from our field: if leave is granted us to come home, I. take it we 
can arrange the time in consultation with the mambers of our station; 
1t is our only alm to attain tne best results for the work of our 
Boarae for which we are here.

Near ie, Smith,- the action taken at Annual Meeting 
in regard to calling to Constantinople al experienced Greek-speaking 
umissionary, (understood to be Mr. Riggs) and your letter of July 8" to 
Dr. Tracy, in which you mention the possibility of Mr. Riggs’ removal 
coming up for discussion, make it seéin suitable that the Marsovan view 
of the question should be heard. We wish to have the interests of the 
whole field consulted, but we wish to state the uuaportance of the work 
Mr. Riggs 1s doing here, and to urge our conviction that his removal is 
not best for the needs of the mission work aS a whole. 

The preswaption 1s always agalnst oreaking up existing rela- 
tions unless there is some extraordinary reason for doing so. This pme 


posal 1s to exchange steady, consecutive, cumulative usefulness for 


what woula be , in part at least, an experiment. 
Dr. herrick, who has taken the lead in advocating Mr. Riggs’ 
removal, urges two reasons fer the change: one that the publishing de-

On the other hand suould 
some new inan take up his elass-room duties, he also would be without 
the eqhipment of experience. It seems to us that Mr. Riggs is in the 
place for wiiich Providence specially intended hii, in connection with 
higher education of distinetively ehristian ain. 


Especially does his presence count in the education of Greeks. 


Thirteen years ago when Anatolia College wae founded, neither at nor 
our Girls’ Boarding Sehool iad any real Greek constitueney or any real 
equipment for educating young people of that race. Of late for the 


first time we seem to have got a fair grip on that work, and it is in 


large measure due to Mr. Riggs. The College Greek professor and other | 
teachers were educated in part by Nitm, and his personality has been a 


ot kind of pivot upon which a Greek constituency and the preparation for 


teaching them have come into existence. Of the 89 graduates of the Col- 


JA lege 25 are Greeks, and the number of students enrolled last year was | 


55. Almost every one of these 25 graduates has become a Protestant, a 


and alinost every one has taken up his residence in Turkey (or Greece) 
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where he is needed. I0 have beeome teachers in important schools; 6 
have studied theology and are now preaching in this country, and four 
more expect to do so. Meanwhile a considerable numper of others who 
have had but partaal College courses, as well as the Armenians, have 
had the benefit of our Theological Sehool, of which Mr. Riggs is the 
head and the ehnief teacher. More or less directly the Girls’ School 
has been dependent upon the same influence; the last three years have 
birccient the first three graduates, and the last year an unprecedented 


attendance of 49. We gladly recorgnyze the great value of such sehools 


for Greeks as are maintained by missionaries in Smyrna anc elsewlere, 


out we are under the impression that the missionaries conneeted with 
those schools would say that as their Protestant students are compara- 
tively tew, so the number that they are able to prepare for active ev- 
angelical work is small, ana that the Marsovan schools are the chief 
reliance for the whole mission for the christian workers tiiat are so 
imuch needed. We have net been able to do all we wish in this line, but 
thege 18 a widening prospect for a considerable increase. we feel that 
the removal of Mr. Riggs from his eentral position in this work for 
Greeks woulda be a disadvantage on both sides: whatever others wight do 
the training of GreeB workers woula receive a severe set-back; and Mr. 
Riggs woulda be cut off from the educational work for which he has~such 
special adaptation. 

But dropping the consideration of the Greek phase of the ques- 
tion, we feel that Mr. and Mrs. Riggs are nee de d in Marsovan as part 


of the station foree. Our work has had a rapid developement during the 


last few years, and we feel that no human agency has had more to do 
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ing of the schools in the fall. &:

with this astonishing growth than these friends. The mwaber of missim- 
aries for the number ang variety and importance of the interests invol- 
ved iS very sinall, the number of persons of experience almost danger- 
ouSly few. It is not safe to leave such great interests to a circle 
wath so small a reserve of strength. No young persons added to the sta- 
tion coula for many vears fill the place that woula oe left vacant by 
the removal of the Riggs. Mr. Riggs’ scholarship, his experience, his 
even-handed justice and judgement, are of the last importance to the 
station, and we feel justify us in urging nis retention here. 

Doubtless the final decision of the question must rest large- 
ly with Mr. and Mrs. Riggs themselves, If they shoulda feel that they 
ought to go, the rest of us could express our judgement, but not with 


the same force. But they do not feel drawn to go, and we think that. 


their Judgement and preferenct to remain here ought to dispose of the

Armenian Protestant Orphan Asylum, at Broossa, 
Turkey, in Asia. 


This Institution was founded by Rev. Mr. Gregory Baghdasarian, an Armenian and graduate 
of the Basle Mission College, in 1875, during the terrible famine which in that year ravaged Asia 
Minor. Shortly afterwards, the war between Russia and Turkey broke out and many destitute little 
mes, irrespective of creed and nationality, found a happy home in the Broossa Orphanage. 

Founded and supported entirely by voluntary contributions this institution trains and 
vlucates the pupils in a strictly evangelical spirit, with a view to their becoming useful workers 
for the grand task of the evangelisation of the country. 

More than six hundred children of both sexes, from all parts of the Turkish Empire, have been 
admitted in this asylum since its establishment and were thus saved from miseries of life, many of 
whom are now good Christians. 

_ There are at present fifty children in the asylum, but five hundred orphan and destitute boys 
and girls are ready for our Home if we could feed and dress them. The country being in such a 
ierrible and desperate condition, as is fully described in the daily papers, this large number of poor 
children, mostly Armenians, must perish from starvation unless the benevolent christians of Ame- 
rica have mercy and reach out their helping hands toward our country with generous and prompt 
iid. Each child would cost $60.00 a year. | 

Next to this very urgent request we most indispensibly need a large chapel which would 
verve in the same time as church, lecturing hall, reading room, and where the annual meetings, with 
prize distributions to the pupils would take place, while the Gov. Gen., Turkish officials and notables 
of the mixed population of the large town of Broossa could be invited. 

In the third place a hospital with a small dispensary is very much needed. ‘The estab- 
ishment of such valuable institutions whould be a great biessing to both the orphanage and country, 
our Children when unwell could carefully be treated there and they would also learn how to treat the 
‘ick, while rich and poor of the inhabitants could enjoy there christian care and treatment in time 
of need. — A young christian physician, who has studied in America his profession, will with great 
pleasure join us in carrying out this philanthropic plan. | 

Some $10.000 would enable us to endow the chief town of Asia Minor with these 
blessings christian ove and charity. 

In making this appeal forthe Broossa Orphanage we are convinced that no more effective means 
van be employed for the extension of the Redeemer’s kingdom and the tempor al and spiritual welfare 
of the vast population of Asia Minor, than the establishment of charitable institutions such as the 
ibove mentioned; The christian, active, energetic and sacrificing love only will be able to conquer 
ithe hearts of the people making good all their damages and healing all the evils of mis-government 
ind oppression. 

We conclude with Mrs. Baghdasarian’s own words in her interesting pamphlet ‘‘A Voice from 
Mount Olympus in Asia Minor.” ‘‘Dear reader, if you also think this work worthy, let it havea 
share in your sympathy and prayers.
